T h e C o n s e rv a to ry a t th e l ’a v ilio n nn<l 
I t s B e a u ty . 
D uring all the fair when there wa3 
most bustle and noise, and roar of m achin­ 
ery and clash of music, there has been one 
spot that at all tim es has been a peaceful, 
delightful, restful retreat—the garden of 
plants and semi-tropical foliage, of flower­ 
ing shrubs, of gurgling fountains and fall­ 
ing waters, of grassy slopes and delicate ferns 
and delicious perfum es. It is the exhibit 
of the Bell Conservatory Company under 
m anagem ent of M. J. Dillm an, whose con­ 
duct of that large establishm ent is popularly 
and well know n. It is im probable that 
this creation of a beautiful garden in the 
Pavilion “ pays” ibe Conservatory Com­ 
pany comm ercially ; but it is a nublic-spir- 
lted concern, and contributes its effort to 
make the Pavilion attractive accordingly. 
Its “corner” is a cool and delightful retreat; 
its influence is restful; its colors and its 
odors charm all to enter ft, and not one 
who does so retires from it w ith any senti­ 
m ent other than of thankfulness th at it is 
provided as a vivid and satisfying contrast 
to the activities and rush and rattle and 
bang of the other departm ents. T hat we 
have not before referred to it is not from 
lack of appreciation or desire, but new s­ 
paper notoriety has not been needed for it 
—it attracts w ithout a word being said. 
In the large and massive groups resting 
on the rear of the conservatory, and to 
right and left of m iniature lake, rockery, 
waterfalls 'and fountain, are located more 
particularly the class of plants noted for 
the beauty and attractiveness of their foli­ 
age. There m ay be seen the noble Abys­ 
sinian banana, with its gigantic leaves. 
Beside it is m usa cavendishii, quite as pre­ 
tentious. The graceful dracena and the 
popular California palm , better known to 
horticulturists as prechardia filamentosa. 
In this class will also be noticed pandanus 
veitchii, Chamerops excelsa and Kenteg 
balm oreana, m am m oth and beautiful ger­ 
anium s in num erous varieties. The siDgle 
and double bybiscus, w ith their maguiii- 
cent bloom, come in for no sm all share of 
attention and com plim ent. 
About the 
rocks, over which the spray from the foun­ 
tain falls like the dew, are found ferns in 
great variety, now standing out boldly to 
the sun, and now seem ingly trying to find 
seclusion in the utterm ost caverns and re­ 
cesses. 
In fact one m ight well im agine 
him self in some fairy bower, far off in the 
m ountains grand and wild. 
On the interior of the semicircle are lo­ 
cated stands, on which are placed distinct 
classes. F irst come the whole family of 
ferns, then new and rare plants of recent 
im portation, of which the Conservatory 
feels justly proud, being the first to bripg 
them to the Pacific coast. Then there is 
the coleus, noted for the varied hue of its 
foliage, roses, fuchsias, tuberoses, carna­ 
tions, all showing m ost beautifully grand 
and to the best advantage in their periect 
bloom. The Conservatory has been doing 
the present fair m ore inviting, it possible, 
than in form er years. Some large and 
comfortable 
rocking-chairs 
have been 
placed about the lake for the accommoda­ 
tion of guests. There, am id the green foli­ 
age. and beneath the electric light in the 
evening, and listening to 
the alluring 
waters, visitors m ay easily im agine they 
are in some fairy land. No one attending 
the lair should fail to visit this beautiful 
floral retreat.

H U M B O L D T COUNTY. 


A P la n k L argo E n o u g h lo r a D a n cin g 
F lo o r —O th er S im ila r A ttra c tio n s. 
H um boldt county is noted for its famous 
redwood and tim ber resources, w hile it ab o 
ha3 other resources aud industries which 
justly give it wide prom inence am ong the 
prosperous and prom ising counties of the 
State. The exhibit from tbi* county, lo­ 
oted in the center of tbe north wingo'f the 


;ap. 
eawo 
redwood berl. both in rough state and in 
manufactured articles, are shown. T he top 
of a stand composed of ibis wood is as 
fiae, both in appearance of m aterial and in 
beauty of finish, as was ever seen at the 
State Fair. 
A moa. 1 butter case, neatly m ade from 
three varieties of wood, and containing 
fifty rolls of butter, one from each of fifty 
diflerent dairies located on the Eel river, is 
a very attractive 
and 
worthy display. 
Dairymen should not fail to 
exam ine 
this outfit. In vegetable growth, here 
is

These beets as they lie in the exhibit are 
growing at the tops, which the Superin­ 
tendent, Chauncey I.angdon, says is be­ 
cause things ones put into the rich soil of 
H um boldt courtly cannot stop growing 
afterward, even if taken out of the ground. 
A new kind of beet, of yellow color, aud 
eight inches in diam eter by fourteen long, 
known as 
The Gate Post,” is shown. 
It 
is a stock beet, and thus far its value is not 
known for feed purposes by those who are 
propagating them . 
Besides these, onions 
13} inches in circumference and m am m oth 
potatoes are displayed. W hile in fruit the 
exhibit of apples is exceedingly fine. They 
are of large size, good color and excellent 
texture. The same is true of pears and 
other kinds of fruit. 
Mrs. Percy W . Roberts displays a silk 
patchwork quilt, showing tine handiwork 
and artistic taste. A rem arkable growth of 
orchard grass, first and second crops, is 
shown, and, as the resuit of a recent val­ 
uable discovery, specimens of graphite are- 
exhibited by W. H . Roscoe, of Peirolia. 
The extensiveness of H um boldt's industry 
in m anufacturing leather is indicated bv a 
display of several classes from the tannery 
of T. Devlin, of Areata.

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Pavilion, near the rotunda, has many feat­ 
ures w hich attract special attention, and 1 
among these perhaps none are more won- | 
derful than those which represent the great I 
lum ber trees of this ocean-washed county. 
F o r instance, a plank is on exhibition, 
cut in a single piece, eighty inches wide 
eleven feet long and three inches thick, the 
entire surface being beautiful clear lum ber. 
This plank is only one of five of sim ilar 
size taken from half of a log, and hence in 
one log of this tree there were ten such 
planks, besides a large am ount of lum ber 
that could be cut in narrow er pieces. The 
exhibit of this specimen is made by Hon. 
John Vance, Mayor of Eureka. A pplica­ 
tion has been made to him to have it trans­ 
ferred to tbe Sacram ento Perm anent Expo­ 
sition near the depot, where it may be seen 
by the traveling thousands from tbe East. 
In the way of large tree grow th is an­ 
other plank, five feet long and twelve feet 
wide, to show the size of tbe tree, as well as 
the quality of lum ber. The log was cut 
short, so that it could be sawed crosswise, 
and to enable sawing the lull width of the 
tree. A lthough this plank is twelve feet 
wide, it only shows about two inches in 
Kerne beautiful sawed specimens of

Throw ing the wreckage in ail directions. 
The two coaches contained 110 passengers, 
nearly ali returning from the Encam pm ent 
at Coiiimbus. The hot water and steatu 
from the boiler poured into the coaches and 
the passengers that had not been hurt by 
the broken limbers were scalded 
T he engine of the passenger train, with 
the express car, had safely passed the 
switch, and they were im m ediately taken 
to Independence and Belleville, and all the 
doctors in these places were taken to the 
wreck. 
The passengers who were uot held down 
by the tim béis crawled outof ihe windows, 
and by the tim e the doctors reached the 
spat all but four or five were out of the 
broken coaches. 


THE VICTIMS OF THE CATASTROPHE. 
Edward Valentine, of Chicago, and F. 
Lukens, the express agent, were firmly 
pinned under the wreckage. 
H arry Tom linson, the freight engineer, 
was standing on the side-track near the 
passenger train, and was found between 
the tender and boiler of his engine with 
the front part of his head blown off. 
David W ilson, the baggage-master, yvas 
found doubled upalongside the freight w ith 
his ueck broken and his skull crushed. 
Mrs. Edward Valentine, of Chicago, and 
W illiam Gransley, of Shawnee, a brakt- 
m an of the freight train, cannot live. 
The dead m en were laid on cots along­ 
side the track and the wounded were taken 
to a house near by. 
The wrecked train consisted of an en­ 
gine, two express cars, m ail car, baggage 
car, two day coaches and two sleeping 
cars. 
The only persons injured were in ihe day 
coaches. The injured num ber thirty-three, 
of whom several are likely to die. A m a­ 
jority of the injuied men are members of 
the Grand A rm y of the Itepublic.

I can testify to its excellence * 
as an illum inator, for a jarrito of guácharo 
fat w ith a twisted rag in it has long been 
m y lam p in Costa Rica, and I w ant no 
better, as it emits neither smoke nor smell, 
but burns with a steady, w hite flame. N ot­ 
w ithstanding the careless habits of the 
jieople, and the absence of ice or cellars, 
J th e oil never becomes rancid, but keeps 
perfectly pure and sweet from year to year. 
W hile watching the boiling-dowr. pro­ 
cess, the attentive Alcalde turned up a 
stone for us to fit upon, disclosing under­ 
neath a beautiful coral-luted serpent, fully 
a yard long. Coi ltd up tig h tly and regard­ 
ing us w ith sleepy eyes, it lay motionless 
w hile we adm ired its shining scarlet skin, 
divided by rings of glossy black ; but not 
long, for th e first Indian who espied it 
whacked off its head w ith one blow of his 
mechate and carried it delightedly to his 
compañera to cook for dinner. 
T he flesh of 
these harm less serpents is a much-prized 
article of food among Costa Rican Indians; 
but, though bent upon “ doing as the 
Romans ” so far as possible, we declined 
w ith thanks when a well-fried and (still 
squirm ing) morceau was offered us.

W e have been m aking a journey up the 
coast ou a novel mission, v iz : the annual 
guaeharo hunt, or th e gathering of “ oil 
birds,” for culimirv and illum inating pur­ 
poses. O f all queer freaks of nature, the 
quacharo is queerest, both in itself and 
th e use to w hich it Ls put. 
N aturalists 
give it the nam e of Stcatornii caripensis, 
of th e order Insessories, and tribe Fiesiros- 
irc (commonly referred to in the fauiifc- 
CoprimuUfii(c) ; but no name suits it as 
well as the Indian word, w hich signifies to the N orth American continent, which

“ oil bird.” 
A full-grown guaeharo Ls 
nearly as large as a dove, w ith plum age of 
brownish gray and a rem arkably strong 
bill. 
I t more than quadruples its size 
w hile m aturing, and when first able to 
fly is not m uch larger than an overgrown 
w'hip-poor-wi 11,or a T rinidad “goat-sucker.” 
Its most singular tra it is th at of lieiug noc­ 
turnal, though fm givorous. 
i t makes its 
hom e in deep, dark caverns, at th e edge of 
th e ocean, living entirely upon oleagenous 
fruits, such as aguatates (“ vegetable but­ 
ter” ), castor beans,nuts of the cil-palm , etc. 
. Being always 011 the out vive for novel­ 
ties, as journalistic d uty demands, we 
tiegged the privilege of accompanying a 
hunting party, but found great difficulty in 
obtaining our point. 
Though life is wild 
enough, heaven knows, in this strange 
country, and th e m ajority of th e natives 
seem to have no notion of conventionali­ 
ties, yet nowhere on earth are social dis­ 
tinctions more clearly defined, or rules of 
etiquette more rigorous, regarding the con­ 
duct of the so-called “ upper class.” 
The 
laws of Medes and Persians may change, 
arid death, taxes and the plum ber may 
sometimes be evaded; but for a lady to 
step aside one hair’s breadth from the ti’iue- 
honored (though often absurd) costumbre, 
means social ostracism, complete and final. 
For example, C entral A m erican ladies go 
nowhere except in the beaten paths and 
regular routine prescribed by th e narrow ­ 
est of local fashions— to church, to the 
opera, th e buli-fight, the paseo—-neverbeing 
allowed the slightest latitude for indulg­ 
ing in vagrant fancies in the way of ram ­ 
bling about, or gratifying an investigating 
turn of m ind by sight-seeing privileges. 
H e :e worn: n's ‘'.sphere” is exclusively the 
home circle, where she is expected to re­ 
main in religious seclusion—to look as 
pretty a3 possible, and spend her days like 
Solomon's lilies, w hich “ toil not, neither 
do they spin”—eating, smoking, sleeping, 
rearing children, having a holy horror of 
all literature except such as pertains to the 
church 
(lest it lead to th a t pernicious 
strongmindedness which 
is supposed to 
affiiet many N orthern women), obeying 
her husband im plicitly in all things, and 
praying strict attention to the prayers and 
oresones that, it is believed, will open hea v­ 
en’s gates at last to her less prayerful male 
protectors. 
O f course, all this applies onl v 
to th e aristocracy, and to diverge from it 
is to w rite one’s self down irrevocably as 
belonging to the other class, who go to the 
opposite extrem e in ignoring the common 
decencies of life. 
A lthough in this country, as in Europe, 
A m ericans are allowed much more lati­ 
tude than native ladies (because of the ex­ 
aggerated reports of th eir free-and-easy 
ways at home), our 
kind entertainers 
stood aghast when we proposed joining the 
guaeharo hunt. 
On the ground th at the 
U nited States was w aiting w ith breathless 
interest to read all about it in the col­ 
umns of the K ecokd-U nio n, the m atter 
was at last arranged by the accommodat­ 
ing Alcalde, who not only offered to escort 
us him self in official capacity, but oblig­ 
ingly loaned his aunt and an elderly 
female servant to act as our duennas. 
Probably our northern friends would 
have smiled at the ligure we cut, as, 
m ounted on scrubby little donkeys in the 
midst ot a cavalcade of Indians, male and 
female, we came “in at the death” in as 
fine -u. le as circumstances would per­ 
m it. 
O ur destination was a gruesome 
. a . . ! ■ f enormous extent, near the liis- 
i- : 
U.thia del A lm irante, the bay so 
i 
in honor of the great A dm iral 
■!i"r Columbus, who cruised its 
- in the year 1502. 
F o r many miles our route lay along the 
ii'." E strella (R iver of the Star), which 
flows through th at region comprising the 
lands granted bv the Spanish Crown to 
Columbus and his descendants. 
As usual 
in those days, this territorial grant was 
accompanied by a title of nobility; and 
hereabouts, to this day, the famous dis­ 
coverer is called E l D uque Colombo de 
Veragua. 
Duke Christopher, 
however, 
never occupied his Costa Rican possessions, 
and soon after his death his eldest son, 
Don Luis Colon Golumbns, entered Into 
an agreem ent which 
incorporated this 
duredom of Veragua w ith the Royal estate. 
More and more difficult became th e way 
as we neared the rock-bound coast, the 
steepest hills being covered w ith groups of 
pines—a= if sown for spite on the perilous 
ascents, instead of on the level plains—the 
thick carpet of “needles” rendering the de­ 
clivities so slippery that our mules liter­ 
ally slid down them . 
These trees of the 
north, rarely found in this latitude, were 
held sacred in Aztec mythology to M etla- 
cueva, m other of the gods, who, curiously 
enough, fills the part of Cybele among the 
Greek goddesses, whose favorite tree was 
also the pine. 
W herever squalls of wind had cracked 
the trunks, resin was trickling out in trans­ 
parent streams. 
W e saw some Indians 
m anufacturing turpeutiue after th eir us­ 
ual im provident fashion. 
Instead of tap­ 
ping the trunk and letting the resin flow 
to an extent not to cause death, they cut 
down the valuable tree to w ithin a foot of 
th e ground. 
A t once tiie fluid begins to 
ooee out, and soon fills th e gourd and pig­ 
skin bottles placed to receive i t ; after 
which the tree is chopped up into faggots. 
The latter are in great demaud, especially 
during the L enten season among the In ­ 
dians, whose poor homes and altars are il­ 
lum inated by nothing more brilliant than 
the smoky glim m er from a pine faggot. 
W e observed an 
occasional 
Lentish 
shrub, like those of the M editerranean 
countries, which yield the valuable gum 
resin called mas ic, also clumps of the 
genuine “ turpentine tree,” from w hich is 
pro luced that commodity known to com­ 
merce as ritan , or cypress turpentine. 
In 
color and consistency it resembles strained 
honey, 
and is of agreeable odor and 
pleasant taste, in all respects like the tu r­ 
pentine of commerce except th at it is free 
from acridity. 
Instead of m aking of it a 
profitable industry, th e lazy Costa Ricans 
obtain a little by clashing ike trees w ith 
th eir m ediates and placing stones for the 
turpentine to flow ujm n; and then the ac­ 
cum ulation is scraped oil’, verv e*rlv in the 
morning, before the heat of the sun has 
again liquified it. 
A rrived at the guaeharo cavern—into 
and out cf which the restless tides ebb and 
flow w ith a sound like thunder—the first 
thing was to build a large fire uear the 
entrance and make preparations for “ try­ 
ing o u t” the nestlings. 
Then, rushing in 
w ith great noise, shouting, brandishing 
sticks and waving flaming torches, the In­ 
dians began the slaughter of the inno­ 
cents. 
T he old birds, frightened by the 
sudden intrusion and blinded by the light 
of the torches, hurried into the open air, 
uttering piteous cries of distress and be­ 
wilderment, flapping their wings in our 
faces, and settling themselves in clouds 
upou every near-by object, even upon our 
shoulders and the backs of the donkeys. 
In half an hour the cave had been 
thoroughly searched and bushels of the 
young birds dumped into 
the heated 
kettles, wiiere they were at once reduced 
to oil. 
A fter five m inutes’ boiling, there 
is nothing left but the tiny bones, and the 
oil is run into earthen jars, leady for us“, 
w ithout further refining. 
No purification 
is needed, for in its natural state the oil is 
purity itself, colorless, odorless and of re­ 
m arkable transparency. 
It is used not 
only for lighting and cooking purpose;, 


the Spaniards described as having “casti 
nets in its tail,” found a favorite place at 
the most sumptuous feast of the Aztecs. 
N or were the Centra! Am ericans singular 
in th eir taste for reptiles. 
Dioscrides, a 
celebrated G reek physician in the first 
C hristian era, prescribed viper flesh as a 
tonic, especially for delicate ladies. Snake 
meat formed one of the component parts 
of tiie celebrated 
T heriaea, the great 
panacea of our early ancestors, w hich was 
one of the chief branches of V enetian 
commerce. 
T here are several species of vipers and 
lizards, besides 
various 
bugs, 
beetles, 
worms and insects, that are here sought 
for food or medicine. 
W herever scorpions 
are found—and th at is everywhere below 
the Rio G rande— the Indians eat them, 
after pulling out the sting, crunching th eir 
scaly backs w ith greatest gusto. 
A species 
of yellowish worm, called paxi—the larva' 
of the w ater fly— is considered a most 
toothsome delicacy, and is prepared for 
the table in various ways. 
The insect it­ 
self is about the size of the horse-fly and 
its eggs resemble fine fish roe. 
E arly his­ 
torians speak of bread made by th e abo­ 
rigines of these eggs—doubtless the same 
th at is sold to-day in the markets. 
A 
Spanish monk, w riting from this region in 
1625, says, w ith profusion of capitals: 
“ T he Indians gathered much of these 
Eggs and kept them in 1 leapes and made 
thereof Cakes, like untoe brick-bats. 
And 
they did eate of this M eale w ith as good 
Stomach as we eate cheese; vca. and they 
liolde Opinion th at this Scum and Fatness 
of th e W aters is the cause th at such G reate 
Num ber of fowle come thercuutoe.” 
T he Indians have a systematic m ethod 
c f collecting these eggs, w hich are found 
in greatest profusion along the reedy m ar­ 
gins of shallow lakes. 
A t the proper sea­ 
son they plant reeds a few feet apart, with 
th eir tops sticking out of the water. H ere 
the obliging ins:eets deposit th eir eggs in 
incredible quantities, the rushes being 
soon loaded down w ith them, clingiug 
together 
in 
halls, 
heaped one above 
another. 
T hen th e reeds are carefully re­ 
moved from the water, shaken and depos­ 
ited as before to catch a fresh supply. The 
eggs are compressed into piaste, sometimes 
w ith the addition a little corn meal, and 
ar e made irrto cakes, w hich may he dried 
and kept a long tim e. 
Frequently the flies themselves 
are 
pounded into jelly, or are boiled whole in 
corn husks and thus eaten. 
Both this 
m ixture and the cakes above described 
find ready sale here, especially during 
Lent, w hen meat is forbidden. 
T hey look 
as tem pting as many of the messes we 
daily encounter, but as to th eir flavor I 
cannot speak from experim ental knowl­ 
edge. 
In Central America, as in several part? 
of Europe, snails are fattened for food. 
They are kept in large reservoirs, the

L IG H T N IN G -R O D S GOING OUT. 


No P rotection, 
llu t ou 
tlio Contrary 
S tro n g 'y tlio ICevcrae. 
“Lightning-rods arc going out of use. 
W hy? 
Because they are not believed to 
be the protection it was once thought they 
were.” 
’ 
T hat was w hat an electrician told a re­ 
porter. 
Fifteen years ago the lightning-rod agent 
was everywhere in the land, and more es­ 
pecially at every farm er’s door. 
To-day 
it is claimed their num ber has m aterially 
decreased, and farmers are discontinuing 
the use of the rods. 
“ W hat is your opinion upon the subject 
of lightning-rods ?” was asked of C hief 
W alker of the city electrical departm ent. 
“Candidly, in nine cases out of ten,” he 
replied, “I th in k they are humbugs. I be­ 
lieve it is a fact th at more barns are struck 
and burned th at have lightning-rods on 
than w ith them off. 
In the first pilace it Ls 
best to keep electricity as far away from a 
building as possible. 
T he object of the 
lightning-rod is to attract it. 
The rod is 
supposed to act as a conductor of the elec­ 
trical current to the earth, but instead of 
being carried off the current, in conse­ 
quence of faulty construction of the rod, or 
attachm ents, is frequently switched into 
the building. 
The end of the wires is 
supposed to be buried in moist earth, 
the moisture acting as a good conductor. 
W ithout strict attention the iron becomes 
oxidized and rusts oil' and then the rod is 
‘worse than nothing. It Ls a positive danger 
under such circumstances, attracting the 
electricity of the atm osphere and having 
no adequate outlet for it. 
Then again the 
same danger arises when the insulators 
upon th e side of the building become de­ 
fective. 
T he lightning is attracted from 
the atm osphere, where it m ight have 
rem ained but for the rod and it is turned 
loose against 
the building on its way 
to the earth. 
If, for instance, the 
at­ 
tachm ents 
on 
a 
barn 
are poor or 
worn out the current m a ; be deflected 
and set fire to the contents. 
This is no 
uncommon occurrence. 
In this city some 
years ago the rod on the Belmont W ater­ 
works was struck and it fused. 
T he cur­ 
rent flowed on down and pilayed about the 
m achinery in the liveliest kind of a way. 
A big stone was knocked of the W ashing­ 
ton monument 
by lightning. 
W hen the 
ground contract is good and the lightning 
is about to strike a building a rod may be 
of use, but I think the rods do more harm 
than good. There was a tim e when farmers 
were scared into rodding their barns and 
houses, but I think they are getting over 
th a t.”— Philarlelphia Record.

A t a Republican mass m eeting held in 
San Francisco on T hursday evening, ex ­ 
Senator H . W . M itchell, of Nevada, ad­ 
dressed the meeting, and commenced by 
saying th at in the days gone by lie had 
been a war Democrat, believing then th at 
th e Union ought to be perpetual and th at 
the interests of all sections of the country 
ought to be preserved. 
W ith opinions 
unchanged he believed th at the prosperity 
of the Union ought to be preserved apart 
from any feeling of partisanship, and 
w hile holding these opinions, lie said, he 
ventured to appear before a Republican 
Club for the first tim e in his life. lie then 
proceeded to exam ine some of the fallacies 
put forward by the Democrats regarding 
the present tariff, and dwelt particularly 
upon certain of th e statem ents made re­ 
garding the wool clip of th e U nited ¡states. 
T he statistics supplied captured the fancy 
of the audience, w hich warmly applauded 
the statem ent th at the U nited States was 
in no way dependent upon wool inqiorted 
from A ustralia or elsewhere for th eir man­ 
ufactures. “ I can show,” said Mr. M itchell, 
“ by statistics, th at this country, produc­ 
ing as it does, the necessaries of life, and 
very many of the luxuries, is capable, with 
its interests properly guarded, of dictat­ 
ing term s to the world.” 
T he speaker 
concluded by quoting a num ber of the 
Democratic Presidents who, he said, were 
all protectionists, and in whose footsteps 
the Democracy of to-day was not follow­ 
ing, they having proved recreant to their 
trust. 
M ajor 1’. S. Dornev, of Los Angeles, was 
the next speaker, and after instancing the 
euergy which the Democratic party has 
always displayed in battling for the inter­ 
est of Southern free traders, reviewed the 
M ongolian record of California’s Democracy 
in th e following w ords: 
“ T he first Am- 
erican-M ongolian treaty was negotiated 
in 1847 by a D em ocratic adm inistration 
w ith Jam es K . Polk as President. 
In 
1850, M cDougall, California’s Democratic 
Governor, advised legislation favorable to 
Chinese im m igration, and he referred to 
the Chinese as a 1 most desirable class of 
citizens.’ ” 
T he Democratic Assembly of 1852 re­ 
enacted the infamous fugitive slave law. 
It passed the Peachy bill w hich legalized 
in California contracts for labor made in 
C hina, and which provided th at a laborer 
brought here under contract, and who 
should leave his master, m ight be appre­ 
hended, brought back and compelled to 
work out his term of contract slavery. 
T he same House refused to pass a bill to 
tax Chinese, and H ager, our Democratic 
Ilager, caused the adoption of a resolution 
providing th at a comm ittee should be sent 
to China. 
In 1852 the Democratic Legislature laid 
the m iners’ tax bill on th e table. 
T his 
bill was leveled at th e Chinese, and pro­ 
vided for the_ levying of a head tax on 
aliens. 
In 1850 labor commenced to growl 
at the Chinese, and th e Democratic Legis­ 
lature appointed a Democratic Committee 
ot Inquiry, which reported . 
“ We say the 
tendency of the Chinese here is not to­ 
ward corruption. 
W e think they have 
done us no harm .” 
In 1850 the Reed treaty w ith China was 
negotiated, and was ratified by President 
Buchanan, “Democratic Ten-Cent J immy.” 
In 1802 Leland Stanford, the first R epub­ 
lican Governor of California, called the 
attention of the Legislature to th e alarm ­ 
ing grow th of Chinese im m igration. 
A 
head-tax bill was introduced, but it was 
defeated by Democratic votes, as was also 
Sears’ 
bill to protect w hite labor. 
A 
miners’ tax bill was fought through, but 
because it was leveled at the Chinese it 
was declared null and void by a Demo­ 
cratic Suprem e Court. 
In 1868 a Democratic Governor (H aight) 
hastened from Sacram ento to welcome 
Burlingam e and his pigtail embassy. 
The feasting and praisingof the O rientals 
by M ayor MeCoppin, Delos Lake and W. 
T. Coleman was alto referred to, and in the 
same connection M ajor Dorney recalled 
Cleveland’s participation in the grand 
“ pow-wow” given at W ashington to the 
Chinese Embassador. 
H o went on to say: 
“ A h G rover was 
the first Chief M agistrate of the American 
Republic, Ah H aight the first chief of an 
American State, and A h MeCoppin the 
first chief of an A m erican city, to insult 
their race by sitting at the table with pig­ 
tail Chinese. 
T hey were all Democrats, 
and though they would refuse to register 
at the same hotel with a negro, they were 
: happy and content w ith sitting cheek by 
! jowl with Ah Lai Che Pan.” 
! 
In 1869 a bill granting a large area of 
j tide lands lo a railroad corporation was 
I before th e Democratic Legislature o f this 
State. 
An amendm ent forbidding the em­ 
ploym ent of Chinese was defeated, and of 
the forty-two votes cast against that amend­ 
ment, thirty-tw o were cast by Democrats. 
A t th at tim e labor was depressed and res­ 
tive ; the rank and file of Democracy be­ 
gan to lose faith in th eir party on the 
Chinese question, and under the leader­ 
ship of an honest but disgusted Democrat, 
G eneral A. M. W inn, the sovereigns of 
labor were organized. 
A t th at time, too, 
the Democratic cheap labor free-traders of 
the South made contracts w ith Koopman- 
chap & Co. for Chinese laher, and under 
those contracts thousands of coolies were 
im ported. 
T he anti-Chinese riot in Los Angeles in 
October, 1872, was also referred to by Major 
Dorney, during w hich a Spanish police 
officer and an American citizen were killed 
by Chinese natives. 
As an outcome of the 
riots a Democratic Court sentenced half a 
score of Americans to terms of im prison­ 
m ent varying from sixteen to twenty-two 
years, and the speaker insisted th at of the 
men imprisoned all but three were inno­ 
cent. 
. The_ formation of th e O rder of Cauca- 
\ shuts in the spring of 1877, followed by 
the so-called Trout Creek massacre, were 
I referred to, and Major Dorney told how 
the Democratic A dm inistration, to appease 
China, favored the prosecution of certain 
citizens of Trnckee. 
The cause of the ar­ 
rested men was espoused by the O rder of 
Caucasians, and $260 was raised in Trnckee 
for their defense. 
N iles Searls, the Dem­ 
ocratic aspiraut for C hief Justice, was un­ 
relenting in his persecution of the incar­ 
cerated men, who were, however, tried, 
proved innocent and discharged. 
T he consistent antagonism of tiie Demo­ 
cratic party to workingmen was dwelt upon 
by the speaker, and he told how a “sweet- 
scented Democratic supervisorial trio— 
Gibbs, Wise and Foley”—had made brutal 
threats relative to the carcases of working­ 
men dangling from the city lamp-posts 
“A nd all,” sa¿l the speaker, “because the 
workingmen had lost faith in the Demo­ 
cratic party on the Chinese question.” 
T he concluding portion of the M ajor’s 
speech dealt w ith Cleveland, who is ac­ 
cused of ordering the U nited States troops 
to Rock Creek and Seattle to defend C hi­ 
nese and arrest whites. 
Furtherm ore, he 
stated th at it was Cleveland who kept 
Stephens, the “pro-British-K m erican Con­ 
sul," at V ictoria, “ the hack door through 
which Chinese dodge the Restriction Act.’’

PRISON STATISTICS. 


H O U SE K E E PE R ’S HUM ’S. 


Som e P la in F a c ts T h a t M ay be of Use in 
T im e o í N eed. 
For bleeding of the lungs drink freely of 
salt and water. 
Ammonia and w hiting w ill clean nickel 
plating beautifully. 
Keep a separate saucepan for boiling 
potatoes in if possible. 
T heoftener flour is sifted for sponge cake 
the lighter the cake will be. 
Salt sprinkled freely on anything burn­ 
ing on tiie stove will prevent any disagree­ 
able odor. 
To remove coffee stains, pu t thick gly­ 
cerine on the wrong side and wash out In 
lukewarm water. 
D usting cloths m ust be washed often or 
they will carry more d irt into your rooms 
than they remove. 
Bent whalebones can be restored and 
used again by sim ply soaking in w ater a 
few hours and then drying them. 
If you take a bucket of fresh w ater into 
your bed-room every night and let it re­ 
main uncovered it will absorb all poisonous 
gases. 
A good substitute for butterm ilk for 
cooking is a th in batter made of flour and 
tepid w ater and allowed to rem ain long 
enough to sour. 
To perfume your wearing apparel put a 
few drops ou small pieces of pumice stone 
and place in draw er and boxes and among 
dresses in wardrobes. 
P aint stains th at are dry and cold may 
be removed from cotton or woolen goods 
wUh chloroform. 
F irst cover the spot 
w ith olive oil or butter. 
Everyone 
should 
have eight hours’ 
sleep, and pale, thin, nervous persons 
require ten, w hich should be taken regu­ 
larly in a w ell-ventilated room. 
M ake starch w ith soda water and you 
will find it a pleasure to do up your 
starched goods. 
It prevents the iron from 
sticking and makes a good glossy surface. 
W isteria Is the name given to a new 
tin t of p u rp le ; it is a cross between a 
violet and a crushed-strawberry color, and 
lights up well, a tra it that" belongs to 
shades of purple. 
W hen molasses is used in cooking it is a 
great im provem ent to boil and skim it bo- 
fore using. 
T he raw, rather unpleasant 
taste of th e poor qualities of molasses is 
much im proved by this process. 
To cure w arts take an Irish potato and 
gut a piece oil’the end and rub on the wart 
two or three times a day, cutting a slice 
from the potato each tim e used. V ery often 
one potato is sufficient for the c u re ." 
Ink stains are entirely removed by the 
im m ediate application of dry salt before 
th e in k has dried. 
W hen the salt lias 
discolored by absorbing the ink, brush it 
off and apply m ore; wet slightly. 
Con­ 
tinue this till the ink is all removed. 
Keep your combs and brushes sweet and 
clean. 
W ash them in tepid w ater con­ 
taining a few drops of ammonia. 
T he 
grease and soil will disappear as if by 
magic. 
Place the bristles down to dry 
and delicate celluloid brushes will not be 
injured. 
For mosquito or gnat bites an experi­ 
enced traveler writes th a t he uses a solu­ 
tion of alum w ater as strong as can be 
made, adding one-fourth of arom atic vine­ 
gar and one-lifth of glycerine. 
Shake 
well before using. 
It will instantly cure 
the bite. 
Be sure the w ater is at a boiling point 
before putting into it the vegetables to be 
cooked. 
If it is cold or lukewarm the 
freshness and flavor will soak out into the 
water. 
Place tiie saucepan over the hot- 
est part of your stove so th at it will boil 
as soon as possible, and be careful th a t the 
boiling process does not cease until the 
conteuts are thoroughly cooked and readm­ 
it) be dished. 
A weak solution of salt and w ater is re­ 
commended by 
good 
physicians as a 
remedy for im perfect digestion, and for a 
cold in the head it is a sure cure, when 
snuffed up from the hollow of the hand. 
W e have known severe chronic cases of 
catarrh entirely cured by persistent use of 
this simple remedy every night and m orn­ 
ing for several months, when the best ef­ 
forts of the best physicians failed to doany 
good. 
I t should be used m ilk warm. 


H ab ita o f th e u ia irio Dot;. 
It is now no longer the prevailing notion 
th at these engaging little anim als do not 
drink water, but on the contrary, however 
they may get it, they are very fond of it. 
and in reality must have ii frequently. 
A prairie marmot w hich I have as a pet 
drinks w ater three or four times a day, 
and if deprived of it. siiows the effect at 
once and drinks double the am ount the 
very next tim e he gets a chance. 
T he lit­ 
tle fellow I bought from a Navajo Indian, 
when it hardly had its eyes open ; at pres­ 
ent he is full grown and hibernating in a 
burrow w hich he dug in the cellar last 
October. 
1 emphasize the word hibernat­ 
ing, because m any still believe these ani­ 
mals do not do so. 
Even here at F ort 
W ingate, and I presume in other parts of 
New Mexico, these anim als become torpid 
just as soon as the first cold snap strikes 
them , and repair to their burrows for h i­ 
bernation again, until the return of warm 
w eather lures them out. 
Títere is a large 
“prairie dog town" not a m ile from where 
I sit at present, and one may pass through 
it every day during the cold w eather and 
when snow covers the ground, and not a 
track of this little anim al can be found 
anywhere in the vicinity. 
By the middle 
of next m onth (February), however, they 
will begin to show themselves. 
T here is another old story now nearly 
entirely exploded about them : I refer to 
the happy fam ily of the “prairie dog,” the 
prairie owl and the rattlesnake, all living 
in harm ony in the same burrow. Of course 
they do nothing of th e kind, but the m ar­ 
mots have to put up with these owls and 
snakes as best they can, precisely as we, in 
our large towns and communities, have to 
put up witli our owls and snakes in human 
form—meeting and passing men every day 
of our lives whom perhaps we know" well 
to lie sneak-thieves and cut-throats. 
It is 
said upon good authority th at prairie m ar­ 
mots will even desert the burrow in which 
a big “rattler” enters, and even, if small 
cobblestones lie handy in the neighbor­ 
hood of the entrance/deliberately seal it 
up with them , so th at the snake cannot get 
‘ out and must starve to death.—Forest and 
Stream.

VALUE. 


T h e T en th R ep o rt o f th e A m erica n 
P riso n C en su s a t L ast C om es 
F ro m th e P ress. 


IWritten for the Record-Cnion.] 
T he delay in publishing the T enth Re­ 
port of the A m erican Prison Census is 
most discreditable to those who have been 
charged w ith its compilation. 
I t is over 
eight years since the information here set 
out was collected, a quarter of w hich in ­ 
terval should have been ample for digest­ 
ing and collecting the data which but now 
is given to the world. 
W hile, however, a 
most reasonable tim e has been occupied in 
preparing for th e launch of these statistics, 
the duty of reviewing them is not one th at 
can lie 
shirked, 
although 
they 
have 
lost much of their freshness by being held 
back for so long a time. 
T he confession of 
their collator, th at his statistics are “de­ 
plorably meager and inadequate,” seems a 
little unreasonable, considering the hun­ 
dred odd m onths w h’eh he adm its have 
been devoted to th eir arrangem ent and 
grouping. 
( >n the principle, however, of 
better late than never we hail the publi­ 
cation of the report w ith satisfaction, only 
regretting th a t the conclusions to which 
its figures point are not of a more encour­ 
aging nature than an analysis of the vol­ 
ume snows them to be. 
P lu rality of Courts and duality of laws 
and constitutions are elements of confusion 
in the dissection of these statistics which, 
under a more widely adm inistered Federal 
G overnm ent would be elim inated. 
There 
is th e Congressional C rim inal Code and 
the State Crim inal Code, representatives 
of each of which can arraign and prose­ 
cute for an offense which, m orally one, may 
by the interposition of independent au­ 
thorities be magnified into two. 
Anom ­ 
alous eases such as this are no doubt diffi­ 
cult for the statistician to deal w ith, for if 
lie treated th e second prosecution de novo, 
however legally accurate m ight be the re­ 
sult of his figures, m orally speaking it 
would be worthless. 
. 
Comparison of the crim inal codes in 
force in the different States discloses only 
one fact, viz: th a t on the turpitude of dif­ 
ferent crimes there is a great conflict of 
opinion. 
G rand larceny in one State may 
be punished by a term in the county 
ja il 
of days, 
and 
in 
another State 
by 
a 
term 
in 
the 
penitentiary 
of year.- . 
Two crimes besides m urder are 
punishable by death iu South Carolina, 
while in another State capital punishm ent 
is prohibited altogether. 
Prisons are run 
on lines as divergent from one another as 
the laws which send the men there, there 
being at least four systems of governing 
prisons, each of which is paralleled rnany 
times in the penal economy of this coun­ 
try. 
Some States have a m itigation law 
for good conduct in prison, others have 
n o t; 
tiekets-of-leave and indeterm inate 
sentences find favor in some States and are 
detested in others. 
From this conflicting mass of opinion 
and custom, so m utually destructive as to 
scarcely yield a single generalization, it is 
refreshing to turn to iigures which, having 
an eloquence of th eir own, need but little 
comment to bring out th eir moral. 
On 
Ju n e 1, 1880, th e adult crim inal popula­ 
tion of the U nited States was 58,609, of 
whom h alf were in penitentiaries and the 
rest in county jails, bridewells, insane 
asylums, etc. 
T he ratio of prisoners to 
population is 1 to every 855 inhabitants. 
T h at crime is on the increase is proved by 
tbe fact that in 1870 the ratio of prisoners 
to th e population was .000.853; th e report 
shows it to have increased to .001,169. 
T he grow th of prison population has been 
progressive since 1850, and in 30 years lias 
arisen from .000,290 in the former year to 
.001,169 in 1880, allowing for general ex­ 
pansion of population. 
Form erly the per­ 
centage of foreign born crim inals to the 
bulk of the population was high ; latterly, 
however, it has been m uch reduced, tiie 
percentage of home-raised crim inals in­ 
creasing as the former are dim inishing. 
“ In other words, the increase of crim e lias 
been very much greater among the native 
than the foreign 
population.” 
U rban 
communities are less honest than rural 
communities, as we should expect to find, 
the city producing 2} to 1 from the coun­ 
try. 
Twenty-nine years and 7 m onths is the 
average age of a prisoner, but there are 
eight over 90 and the same num ber under 
2! 
Most prisoners are 25 years old, and 
least 98 and 1. 
H alf the convicts in the 
jails of A m erica are under 23 years of age. 
W hile the 
proportion 
of 
foreigners

In a P ersian Vineyard. 
Hassan and I rode out to a big vineyard 
near Gulack, in the foothills of the Elburz 
M ountains, to pick out the necessary quan­ 
tity of grapes. 
H assan said it was best to 
buy them on the vines and leave them 
there until we were ready for them . 
W e 
found the vinyard inclosed w ith sulwtautial 
mud walls twenty feet high. 
A little 
stream of w ater flowed beneath an open­ 
ing in the wall a t one side and out again 
on the other. 
The water was used for irri­ 
gating the vines. 
Instead of being trained up posts or 
irellis work the vines were trailing over 
long ridges of dry earth. 
The soil of the 
vineyard was piled up in long mounds or 
ridges about four feet high. 
The vines 
were planted in the trenches and grew 
over the ridges. 
These latter were made 
perpendicular on the south side,but slant­ 
ing on the north. 
The vines are trailed 
up the northern slopes so as to benefit by 
the oblique rays of the sun, which are sup­ 
posed to he better for the grapes than d i­ 
rect rays. 
_ Several varieties of grapes were iu the 
vineyard, from little w hite grapes called 
kishmish, front which are made the sul­ 
tana raisins of commerce, to the big black 
grapes almost the size of egg plums.— T.

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CAPTURE OF WASHINGTON. 


HOW THE BRITISH TOOK THE NA­ 
TIONAL CAPITAL. 


Au U nflattering T a le -S tu d y o f the 
F ie ld —The F orces and T heir 
M ovem ents. 


A Washington 
correspondent of the 
New York Etxming Pont, writing under 
date of August 24th, says : It is just seven­ 
ty-four years, as I write, since the occur­ 
rence of a somewhat exciting event, recol­ 
lection of which can by no means flatter 
our national pride or soothe that mild 
complacency with which the most modest 
of us are wont to contemplate the glory 
and power of our country, nevertheless it 
may have some lessons even for those who 
think, or say, that all the world trembles 
when our fierce eagle screams. 
It is quite 
true that we are a much lugger people now, 
and that our resources are immensely 
greater. 
But in war, wealth, numbers, 
resources, count for nothing except as thev 
are organized, systematized, and intelli­ 
gently directed to a given end. The after- 
noon_ of August 24, 1814, saw a hastv 
packing of carpet-bags and a panic-stricken 
flight of the Government from its capital. 
The evening sky was red with the flame of 
the ruined buildings. 
A week before ev­ 
erybody would have laughed derisively 
at the suggestion that the capital was i'n 
danger. 
For a year the British had ravaged the 
Chesapeake, meeting no resistance. It was 
in their [lower to set down a land force 
within a day’s march of Washington, 
which was without troops or defense of any 
kind, except on the Potomac river, against 
a naval force only. 
The coming of the 
expedition was known long enough before 
its arrival to permit some preparations for 
its reception, but none seem to have been 
made. 
More than a month before General 
\\ iuder urged upon the Secretary of W ar 
that it must be destined to strike W ash­ 
ington, Annapolis, or Baltimore, and that 
he had nothing with which to oppose its 
progress. 
Then, as now, the Government 
relied 
on the patriotism of its citizens.” 
These were without arms, ammunition, 
experience, discipline, or leaders. 
There 
was no law which authorized calling out 
the Maryland m ilitia (which formed the 
army with which the battle was fought) 
until the State was invaded. There was, 
indeed, a single regiment of trocps at 
Washington, and a handful of marines un­ 
der Commodore Barney, who might have 
lieen counted as disciplined troops. 
The 
latter were there and engaged in the fight 
only because the British had driven them 
up the Pawtuxent us far as they could get, 
when Barney had destroyed' his little 
flotilla, and had hastened across the coun­ 
try with his men to join General Winder. 
As things turned out, they did about all 
the fighting on the American side. 
It was four days from the time of their 
landing before the Britsh forces encount­ 
ered any op[iosition whatever. 
Until the 
last day it seems that their destination was 
still in doubt. Gleig, the historian of the 
movement, from the British side, seems to 
think that the principal object was the 
destruction of Barney’s flotilla. 
He thinks 
that General Ross hesitated at his next 
movement. On the contrary, the reports 
of Lord Cock burn show clearly that the 
capture of Washington was the chief ob- 
iect of the expedition. 
Nor was there any 
hesitation on the [.art of General Ross, so 
far as appears in the accounts, except that 
lie took four days to cover a distance that 
by a direct march would have required lit­ 
tle more than one. 
His movements, how­ 
ever, were well calculated to leave the 
mind ol the American General in a state 
• of uncertainty as to where he should de­ 
liver his blow. 
This was ended on the 
morning of the 24th, when, from a dis­ 
tance of about twenty miles, his whole force 
took the road to Washington by way of 
Bladensburg. There was a more direct 
road by which the distance was not more 
than sixteen or seventeen miles, but the 
only means of crossing the east branch of 
the Potomac was by a bridge which they 
could not hope would be left standing. 
Above Bladensburg the river was ford­ 
able—at present it is merely a creek—and 
it was also crossed by a short bridge at the 
village. 
As soon as General Windser learned of 
the movement, he began concentrating his 
troops at Bladensburg. 
How many of 
them succeeded in reaching the field i's not 
quite clear, but it is certain that a great 
proportion of them took no part in the 
fight. 
The army was nominally composed 
ol about 7,500 men. The British force, 
according to Gioig, consisted of 4,020 in- 
tantry, 100 artillery, and 100 drivers. 
They uad no cavalry, and their guns, 
dragged all the way by hand, were one six- 
pounder and two three-pounders. 
In this 
respect the advantage was greatly on the 
American side. 
On lioth sides there had 
been much suffering from the heat. The 
Americans, collected from all directions, 
had some of them marched twenty miles, 
and bad barely reached the field to be 
hustled into line almost at random. 
The 
enemy had also made a march of sixteen 
miles from Upper Marlboro, and, being 
just landed after a long voyage, were 
greatly affected by the broiling'sun. Thus, 
at about noon, these two insignificant 
forces began the contest whose prize was 
the capita! of i nation, 
It has been often 
the fate of brave and powerful nations to 
lose their capitals. 
I do not know of 
any other instan e where this has hap- 
jioned with so little show of resistance, 
or where the attacking army was barely a 
decent brigade of infantry. ’ 
But what of the battle of Bladensburg? 
*■11131 no man knoweth,” more than the 
won! which Odin spoke in his son’s ear. 
The local traditions do not fix with any 
certainty the battle-field. 
One gentleman 
who was born in the village a few months 
after the battle, and who has lived there 
all his life, pointed out to me the position 
of the American lines as being across the 
main street of the town, on the east side 
of the river, being the direction from 
which the British came. The artillery 
was on the other -ide, on a little elevation 
near an old mill. 
Another man said that 
the first position >f the American troops 
was about half-way up the hill, on the east 
side, and that they afterwards removed 
their line to the west bank of the stream. 
Going to the old mill I found the owner, 
who is not an old resident, at work in a 
little truck patch alaive the mill, and here 
it was, according to his story, that the bat­ 
tle was fought. But the principal fighting 
was about Barney’s battery, according to 
all aocounts, which was back some three- 
quarters of a mile further on the W ash­ 
ington turnpike. 
The positions noted on 
the east side are obviously impossible ones. 
The British doubtless occupied the first 
one 
mentioned 
at 
the beginning of 
the 
attack, 
and 
were 
temporarily 
driven 
from it by the fire of Beall’s 
Baltimore 
battery, 
correctly 
located 
near the old mill. 
The Washington and 
Georgetown turnpikes meet near the old 
bridge, not now standing, on the west side 
of the 
river, forming an acute angle. 
Stretched across from one road to the 
other, at a distance of perhaps 400 feet 
from their junction, was Colonel Pinck- 
uey’s battalion, of Maryland militia. 
Ex­ 
. cept as a portion of the line may have been 
behind a large barn then standing, they 
appear to have had no shelter whatever. 
Rack id this somewhere, at an intermediate 
distance, was a second much longer line of 
infantry. The ground rises gradually for 
half a mile or more, and with such eu- 
trem hnients vs our boys learned to make 
for themselves in a few minutes during our 
late war, the position would have been an 
excellent one. 
The third line was formed 
by Barney’* battery, with some infantry 
on his left. This battery was said to be 
Planted in the road, or on each side of it. 
The position to which tradition assigns it 
seems to me absolutely absurd. 
It cer­ 
tainly did not. command the road, except 
for a few hundred feet in front of it, and 
apparently was intended to he used only 
in case the second line was driven back. 
The account which Gleig, whose death 
has very recently been announced, gives, is 
in many respects a good one. 
He was a 
young British officer who afterwards be­ 
came Chaplain-General of the English 
ariny. His account is evidently meant to 


| be truthful and candid. 
He certainly glo- 
. r.iies the valor of the British soldier, but 
he does ample justice to Barney and his 
J men. 
According to his story the battle 
began at the bridge. The strip of woods 
along the stream on the west side was filled 
with American skirmishers, as certainly it 
ought to have been, and the British had to 
shelter themselves liehind the houses of 
the village. The distance from this line 
to the street where the British formed to 
charge across the bridge would not exceed, 
I suppose, 500 feet. 
When they pushed 
forward to the bridge the American artil­ 
lery opened on them with tremendous 
effect. Almost an entire company were 
swept off' at the first discharge. 
After 
that, however, the gunners seem to have 
lost their heads, for subsequent discharges 
did little or no damage. 
When across the 
bridge the British deployed to right or 
left and quickly brushed away the first 
line, which apparently was an insignificant 
one. 
Pressing forward without waiting 
for the main body to come up they 
ran against the second line of the Ameri­ 
cans and were in turn driven back. Being 
reinforced, they rallied, and soon put this 
second line to flight. 
So far they had not 
more that half their men on the west side 
of the river. They had met with very 
small loss except at the bridge at the very 
outset. 
When they came to Barney’s bat­ 
tery, they encountered a very destructive 
fire, and if Barcey’s infantry supports had 
not given way, as they did with exceeding 
promptness, the British would doubtless 
have been held in check. 
In all this 1 am 
following Gleig’s account. The men stood 
by their guns, he tells us, until some ot 
them were actually bayonetted with fuses 
in their hands; “ nor was it till their leader 
was wounded and taken, and they saw 
themselves deserted on all sides by the 
soldiers, that they quitted the field.” 
The loss of the enemy, considering the 
numbers engaged, was surprisingly large. 
Upwards of 500, our author tells us, were 
killed and wounded. “ On the side of the 
Americans the loss was not so great. 
Be­ 
ing in the possession of a strong position, 
they were, of course, less exposed in de­ 
fending than the others in storming it, and 
had they conducted themselves with cool­ 
ness and resolution, it is not conceivable 
how the day could have been won. 
But 
the fact is that, with the exception of a 
party of sailors from the gunboats, under 
the command of Commodore Barney, no 
troops could behave worse than they did.” 
And in spite of the excuses and explana­ 
tions offered by Americas writers, candor 
compels me to believe that lie is correet. 
In saying this, I by no means concede 
that the American troop., were lacking in 
courage. The m ilitia who gave way in a 
panic, by far the greater number without 
tiring a shot, were of the same stock as 
Barney’s sailors, and with the same leader­ 
ship and training would have held their 
ground with the same stubbornness. 
It is 
not the purpose of this paper to show how 
this battle ought to have been fought. 
It 
can profit nothing to discuss that now, and 
if it could, I do not claim to have aDy 
knowledge of the art of human destruc­ 
tion. 
I am sure that if I had, most un­ 
happily, been called upon to plan the battle, 
I should in the first place have destroyed 
the bridge, below which the river is not 
fordable, and therefore needed no defense, 
as the British had neither boats nor pon­ 
toons. In the second place, I should have 
filled with infantry the old mill-race 
which skirts the river for perhaps a half- 
a-mile, and which could have been drained 
in a short time, placing the artillery be­ 
hind on higher ground. 
And even with 
the rawest of troops, who nevertheless 
were much better marksmen than the Eng­ 
lish, I should not worry much about the 
second and third lines, fori should not ex­ 
pect the enemy to pass the first. 
At any 
rate, if that would not have been first-rate 
generalship, it could not have been worse 
than that which was exhibited. 
The 
real truth is not, perhaps, that General 
W inder was incompetent, but that there 
was no 
leadership 
and no authority. 
The 
Secretary 
of 
W ar 
and many 
gentlemen from Washington were out giv­ 
ing valuable advice and suggestions about 
a matter of which they knew nothing, and 
which was none of their business if they 
had known. There was no battle, only 
some accidental grouping of men and a 
little random tiring followed by a wild 
panic and precipitous flight. 
In minia­ 
ture, it was the first battle of Bull Bun, 
except that the forces were not so large 
that they could not find plenty of room to 
run away in. The losses on the American 
side were insignificant, being in ali les* 
than a hundred. 
Except Barney’s men, 
who were fairly surrounded, no prisoners 
were taken, as the m ilitia were very fleet 
of foot. 
" 
. 
If anv one shall deem from these re­ 
marks that the writer is unpatriotic, or 
that he has too little confidence in the 
valor of American troops, or that lie un­ 
derestimates the power of our country, I 
I eg leave to differ with him in loto. 
1 
have had my little inning as a soldier, 
and I know the stuff of which our armies 
are made. 
I know that in a war with any 
nation worthy of being 
designated a 
“ Power,” unless far better prepared than 
we could now hope to he, with even six 
months’ or a years’ notice, we should suffer 
enormous losses. The moral for us to draw, 
then, is that we had better not indulge in 
dangerous sports until we are somewhat 
prepared to take the possible consequences.

TREE PRUNING. 


HOW FAR IT MAY BE PROFITABLY 
ENGAGED IN. 


W hen P runing Should b e Done—R e­ 
su lts o f E xperience and O bserv­ 
ation b y an H orticulturist. 


R am b le s A b o u t N aples. 
Through deep cuts in the homogeneous 
tufa-rock, which rises almost perpendicular­ 
ly lor scores of feet on either side, through 
clouds of white dust which would effectu­ 
ally obscure the view, could one he had, at 
about three miles from the Villa Nazio- 
nale, we emerge upon a plain or plateau 
overlooking an entirely different scene. 
The Posilippo height is behind us, and the 
islands and headlands of the Phlegraean 
coast are in plain view. Down the western 
side of the verdure-clad ridge the smooth, 
white road, protected by a low wall, zig­ 
zags to the level beach that leads west­ 
ward to the Pozzuoli cliffs. 
Every foot of 
the plain lielow us, as well as the terraced 
slope below the road, is under cultivation— 
a seeming oasis in contrast with the many 
evidences on all sides of the tremendous 
sel«mic changes that this region has un­ 
dergone in modem times. 
Directly in 
front and almost a part of the cape is the 
Island of Xisida, a volcano sunk in the sea 
which now enters its circular crater. 
It 
rests on the sea like a sleeping lion, which 
its eastern end closely resembles ; and a 
beautiful picture it forms with its densely 
wooded heights, its scarred cliffs and the 
many Government and other buildings 
along the shore that repeat themselves in 
clear reflections in the calm waters of the 
bay formed bv the island and cape. Some­ 
how it seems, with a peculiar fitness, that 
the Government has chosen the highest 
pomt of this long-slumbering old crater as 
a site for a prison.—American Magazine for 
September. 


A g a v e In B lo o m . 


On the ranch of Samuel W illetts, about 
three miles from town, a fine agave is in 
bloom. This magnificent specimen of the 
century plant is eleven years old. The 
flower-stem stands thirty-five feet high, 
and is_ over two feet in circumference 
where it emerges from the dense mass of 
thick leaves. The old story of its bloom­ 
ing only in its centennial year is one of 
the many myths, though some few plants 
have been known to reach nearly that 
age before maturity. 
The age of its flow­ 
ering is governed by the conditions of soil 
and climate, and it is an evidence of the 
most favorable conditions of plant growth 
to find such au immense panicle of flowers 
produced in eleven years from the slip. 
The earliest it has been known to bloom is 
in ten years. 
Already this plant on Mr. 
W illetts’ place is withering, and the stalk 
has had to be secured to neighlioring trees 
with guv-ropes to prevent its falling. The 
pedicels are massed with clusters of flow­ 
ers, the stamens of which appear long be­ 
fore the flower opens, and are of a canary 
yellow. 
In common phrase it is classed 
with the yucca or Spanish bayonet, but 
has no relation to them whatever, although 
it has the habit of dying as soon as the 
flower stalk is perfected. It belongs to the 
order AmaryUidanr, and hence has no re­ 
lation to the great group of lilies to which 
many desert flowers belong. As it may 
be a century before our valley will have 
another such a wonder in vegetable life it 
is worthy of a visit of inspection. 
It will 
remain pretty for several days.—Glendora 
Signal. 


In a letter published in the Rural Cali­ 
fornian from A. J. Towner, of Santa Ana, 
he says : 
To prune or not to prune, is, as has been 
so often hinted in the columns of the 
Rural, a much mooted question—to say 
nothing of the when and the how. 
In 
hearing the pros and cons one is reminded 
of the old saying, “ Who shall decide 
when doctors disagree?” 
W ho? Nature 
and common sense, let us answer. 
A seven years’ experience on my fruit 
ranch in Los Angeles county has practi­ 
cally showu me that there is more to he 
learned from the trees themselves, than 
from all the hooks in Christendom. .Some 
like to get a theory, and then lit facts to 
i t ; but the wise horticulturist goes for 
the facts and the results, and lets the 
theories take care of themselves. 
As a 
practical fruit-grower, I have been amused 
to see how those who think more of theories 
than facts will continually ignore the 
latter, when opposed to their theories, even 
though the facts be “ as plain as the nose 
on their face.” Several years ago my ideas 
as to pruning, specially against the summer 
pruning of the apricot, were freely ex ­ 
pressed in the Rural. Summer pruning 
was all the go then, though it has since 
wisely fallen into an ‘’innocuousdisuetude.” 
But it would be to the advantage of many 
who still advocate severe pruning on other 
varieties of fruit, if they would bethink 
themselves a little— learn of their trees, 
instead of books—and give their trees a 
chance to do well by them, instead of out­ 
raging nature. 
For instance, the idea seems to prevail 
that one should prune here in Southern 
California more than elsewhere. 
This is 
not so, unless irrigation is unwisely used. 
Of course if trees are irrigated that do not 
need it, they will, “ owing to our soil and 
climate,” overgrow, and need a pruning-in 
they would not otherwise require. But who 
cau see the common sense of inciting a tree 
to grow but to cut in ? Not I, for one. 
And as to more pruning being needed here 
than elsewhere, circumstances being equal, 
is not so, for, owing to the equableness of 
our climate, and the long dry season of 
rest for tree-life, tree-growths are not 
nearly so apt to be the kind that need the 
knife, as in those short, sharp summers, 
with spells of intense heat night and day, 
interspersed with rains which prevail in 
the more temperate zones, so I would sug­ 
gest this to the practical fruit-grower: 
Don’t make your fruit trees grow more 
than you want them to just for the fun of 
cutting them in. Save your strength from 
irrigation and pruning, to train your trees 
as you want them to grow, and to pick the 
surplus fruit you’ll he sure to have if you 
give them a chance to do well by you. 
Alongside this idea I have alluded to 
above is another one, I think, needs ex­ 
ploding, viz: that trees in Southern Cali­ 
fornia need to be trained with denser heads 
than elsewhere, owing, as some phrase it, 
to our “ perpetual sunshine”—(though 
why that myth about our “ perpetual sun­ 
shine” hasn’t been exploded long ago, is 
more than I cau tell, or anyone who has 
dried fruit for a number of years in Los 
Angeles county. 
We have our share of 
cloudy days during the fruit season with 
the rest of the world, even though we don't 
have rain.) 
But about those “ dense heads” 1 was 
referring to, I do not believe in it, and 1 
would like anyone who does to step into 
my apricot orchird just now as it is in full 
bearing and the fruit ripe, and see the 
quality and kind of fruit tree heads that 
have not been trained into dense heads, 
and never summer-pruned. 
I think qual­ 
ity and quantity of fruit, as well as con­ 
veniences as to picking, are all in favor of 
the 
loose 
against 
the densely-headed 
fruit trees, ten or fifteen feet from the 
ground. The fruit was sweeter and more 
highly colored and flavored than ou those 
low, densely-headed trees which have been 
severely pruned in. 
As 1 have in the past been a friend of the 
apricot as against the “butcher” of a 
pruner, so I would now he of the Bartlett 
]>car. 
In this, as in the apricot, I have 
waited until I could prove my words by 
my works, and their self-evident results 
on my trees. 
Bartlett pears have most of 
their fruit buds on the ends of their limbs. 
Those who severely prune them in can, 
consequently, never get the crop they 
should get considering the age of their 
trees. 
If there is too much fruit, thin out, 
tie up or weave your branches together so 
that the non-bearing branches will help 
bear the weight of those in fruit. Then, 
after the the harvest, cut hack these pro­ 
truding branches — those which have 
borne—and the other branches will take 
their turn at bearing. 
In my Bartlett 
pear orchard I have never tried the severe 
method of pruning, and consequently am 
having heavy crops right along. Percontra, 
I know of an orchard of the same age as 
mine, where the cutting-in advocated by 
some has been tried and said orchard is 
three years behind mine as to quantity of 
fruit on the trees. 
A word before closing as to the point of 
pruning growing trees. 
I strongly dissent 
from those who say a fruit tree should be 
pruned to any extent while getting its 
growth. As in previous articles, I advo­ 
cate tying the trees to train in shape. 
Use the knife as little as possible till the 
tree has got its growth. 
Nature's first 
effort is to attain a certain size, next to 
bear fruit. 
I have a six-year-old apricot 
tree which has never been pruned, from 
which I have just gathered enough fruit 
to make fifty pounds of dried apricots. 


HARRISON AND LABOR.

Democratic speakers and writers of the 
Cheap John variety are having a good deal 
to say about General Harrisno’s attitude on 
the labor question. 
W hat his views are 
and have been are better expressed in his 
own words than those of another, and 
these words must convince all fair-minded 
persons of his honesty and earnestness. 
In a speech delivered in this city Septem­ 
ber 15, 1S8G, General Harrison said: 
‘‘1 believe that a large majority of our 
people—not 
themselves 
wageworkers— 
sympathize with, and give their aid to 
every reform calculated to make the bur­ 
dens of labor lighter and its rewards more 
adequate. These, added to the vast army 
of wageworkers, can and will bring ou 
in orderly 
procession 
those 
well-di­ 
gested reforms 
which 
experience and

bonds no right-minded man can hesitate 
to say which ought to be paid first. The 
men who have invested money in the en­ 
terprise, or loaned money on its securities, 
ought to have a right to stop the business 
when net earnings fail, but they cannot 
fairly appropriate the earnings of the engi­ 
neer or brakeman or laborer. 
I believe 
the law should 
require 
the 
prompt 
payment 
of 
wages 
in 
money. 
I 
believe 
that 
the 
number of work­ 
ing hours can, in most of our industries, 
be reduced without a serious loss to pro­ 
duction, and with great gain to the health, 
comfort and contentment of our working 
classes. I advocated and voted for the law 
of Congress prohibiting the importation of 
laborers under contracts made abroad, and 
belive that such legislation is just and 
wise.’ ”—Indianapolis Journal.

I wish 1 could say a few words of undi­ 
luted praise for American schools from a 
sanitary point of view ; but many years 
experience on school hoards compels me to 
lielieve and say that there arc few better, 
more effective and rapid means of injur­ 
ing a child's system, physical and mental, 
than steady adherence to our hours of 
school within doors, and of lessons with­ 
out. Every successive generation finds less 
and less practical knowledge among our 
young people, with a steadily decreasing 
rate of increase of species, until it is but a 
question of a few years when there will 
be no more full-blood American women to 
keep up the race. 
Brains and central 
nerves are overtaxed systematically, and 
the few moments jier diem allowed for re­ 
laxation are employed in reading novels 
or otherwise weakening physical powers 
that are already below par. 
Few school-rooms are constructed or 
furnished with regard to the health of lit­ 
tle ones who spend so many of their best 
hours therein, and attempts to better such 
a condition fail because there is no money 
to be made out of the contract. 
W hat, then, are we to do ? Take the 
chances, I presume, and send our children 
to do the best they can, where our neigh­ 
bors send theirs. There seems absolutely 
no remedy short of educating the public, 
a slow and tedious task. 
Meanwhile, see 
to it that children do not study out of 
school. Any lesson that needs to lie learned 
at home is worse than useless; it is posi­ 
tively hurtful. 
Keep them out of floors 
in ali weathers as much as possible, and 
and see that their food is plain and nutri­ 
tious.—Dr. ll’m. F. Hutchinson.

A secret to take away wrinkles is to heat 
an iron shovel red hot, throw on it a 
spoonful of myrrh in powder anil smoke 
the face over it, covering person and 
shovel with a sheet to keep in the lunies. 
Repeat this three times, heat the shovei 
again, and [>our on it two teaspoonfuls of 
white wine, steaming the face with it 
three times.

Plan­ 
tation water is very softening to the face, 
but vaseline rubbed on the skin of the 
neck and face every night faithfully will 
keep wrinkles at a distance for long years 
after their usual appearance. It should 
be generously applied, left for the skin to 
absorb a few minutes, and the excess wiped 
gently off with a soft cloth. 
As vaseline is twenty-live cents a pound, 
which lasts a year, this is the cheapest as 
well as the safest general cosmetic. 
This 
should lie applied before going into the hot 
sun for long walks or rides, as well as do­ 
mestic work in heated rooms. The skin 
must always he washed clean with warm 
water and tine soap, and well dried before 
using any application, and men and women 
always want to go to bed witli face and 
neck thoroughly and freshly washed. 
Sleeping with the imperceptible dust of 
the day in the skin, clogging and grim- 
ming it, is a great cause of wrinkles. 
Delightful little toilet bags are just now 
making their appearance, filled with bran, 
grated olive soap and almonds, which 
pressed in water a few seconds give a 
creamy lather to be rubbed on the face, 
neck and body, without rinsing. 
Those 
who like can make their own almond meal 
as follows: 
Grated almonds, one pound ; flour, the 
same ; powdered orris, one-quarter pound; 
lemon oil, one-half ounce ; oil of bitter al­ 
monds, one-quarter ounce. The almond 
powder for the hands is blanched and pow­ 
dered almonds, one-half pound; grated 
castile soap, four ounces; orris powder, 
one ounce; fiqely powdered puuiice-stone, 
three ounces; oil 
bitter almonds, one 
drachm. 
Cocoa butler has long been used by Span­ 
ish creole women to nourish and soften the 
skin and prevent sunburn. 
Apple pomade 
is said to whiten the skin. Oil of white 
poppy seed, and of the four cold seeds, 
each a gill, with an ounce of spermaceti 
made into a pomade, is applied to ward off 
w rinkles.—Ph iladelphia Press.

ORANGE PLANTING. 


W hile the spraying of trees for the de­ 
struction of scale insacts lias not proved as 
satisfactory as could be wished, yet when 
properly done, and an effective wash has 
been used, it has had the effect of greatly 
lessening the number of these pests upon 
the trees thus sprayed; and while there is 
every reason for believing that the gas 
treatm ent will in the main supersede 
spraying, yet there will always he cases 
where it will he desirable to use a wash of 
some kind, such as upon plants or vines- 
trained against a wall, or otherwise so 
situated that it would Lie impossible to 
cover them with a tent prior to fumigating 
them. 
One of the best washes I have used for 
the destruction of scale insects consists of 
caustic soda, resin and water, in the fol­ 
lowing proportions: Caustic soda, 1 pound; 
resin, 10 pounds; water, to make 40 gal­ 
lons. 
The caustic soda is first dissolved by 
lioiling in one and a half gallons of water, 
and when dissolved one-half the solution is 
taken out and the resin added to that re­ 
maining in the kettle. 
If this precaution 
is not taken, and the resin is added to the 
whole of the soda solution, the latter is 
very liable to “boil over.” 
After all of 
the resin is dissolved add slowly the bal­ 
ance of the soda solution, and boil until 
the m ixture will assimilate with water, 
this can be ascertained by occasionally 
dipping out a small quantity of the mix­ 
ture and adding water to it, as when prop­ 
erly cooked it will assimilate with water, 
like milk, but if it has not been boiled 
sufficiently it will form a ropy mass in the 
bottom of the vessel. 
During the boiling 
process the solution should be frequently 
stirred, and if it shows signs of boiling 
over a small quantity of water should be 
added, but not too much, or the cooking 
of the m ixture will be delayed. W hile 
the mixture is boiling a foam will be 
formed upon its surface, usually equalling 
in hight the depth of the m ixture in the 
vessel, being composed of very small bub­ 
bles. On one occasion, when I was super­ 
intending the boiling of some of this mix­ 
ture, the latter did not form such a foam 
upon its surface, but in its stead produced 
very large bubbles; this doubtless resulted 
from the fact that the mixture did not con­ 
tain a sufficient quantity of the caustic 
soda solution to properly saponify the 
resin; accordingly 1 added more of the 
soda solution, and in a short time the mix­ 
ture produced the usual foam in small bub­ 
bles iqion its surface. 
When sufficiently cooked that it will 
assimilate with water, like milk, which it 
resembles, it should be measured and 
[loured into a barrel or vessel, and suffi­ 
cient water added to make forty gallons; 
the water should lie added very slowly, the 
m ixture in the meantime being thoroughly 
stirred. 
The use of caustic soda is simply to re­ 
duce the resin to a condition which will 
admit of its being diluted with water, and 
it does not, therefore, act as an insecticide, 
its caustic property having been largely or 
wholly neutralized by the resin. This 
wash leaves a sticky residue upon the 
leaves, giving them the appearance of hav­ 
ing been varnished; but in the course of a 
few days this dries up and is blowm off of 
the leaves, leaving the latter in a clean, 
healthy condition. 
I have used this wash upon orauge trees, 
and have seen it used ou orange trees, also 
upon rose bushes, and in neither instance 
were either the leaves or fruit injured by 
it, while a large percentage of the Iceryae 
were destroyed. 
It has the property in an 
eminent degree of saturating the egg- 
masses, and I have seen numerous instances 
where these had been saturated and the 
eggs killed, while the females to which 
they were attached escaped unharmed, and 
excreted new egg-masses upon the old 
ones, the new ones being very noticeable 
by their purer white color. 
I have never 
used this wash upon the red scale, but re­ 
liable parties who have done so inform me 
that it proves fatal to a large percentage 
ol these scales. 
One thing greatly in favor of this wash 
is its remarkable cheapness, the materials 
of which it is composed can be purchased 
in this city at such a rate that each gallon 
of the wash will cost only about one-half 
of a cent. Parties who have used or may 
hereafter use this wash are requested to 
send the results obtained liv it either to 
the writer, or to the editor of this journal, 
for publication in the same.

Theory is all right after practice has 
elucidated it, and time, that proves all 
things, lias satisfactorily solved the prob­ 
lem. 
Probably there are more [dans for 
making citrus groves than the total num­ 
ber in the State. Slight variations from 
beaten paths are to be expected, owing to 
the local differences in the tojiograjiliy of 
the land, soil and other obvious reasons. 
Citrus trees nre the most tenacious of 
life of any tree or shrub known to the hor­ 
ticulturist. 
Whenever a serious accident' 
happens to an orange tree, nature steps in 
ahead of all quack doctors, and makes 
good the injury in the shortest possible 
time, and thereafter, if judiciously fed and 
cultivated will respond right royally to in­ 
crease the balance in bank of the fortunate 
owner. 
In this connection it should be borne 
in mind that the vital or vunerable part 
of an orange tree, or any other evergreen, 
is its roots, and the foundation of diseased 
trees can lie traced to the worse than 
criminal neglect in exposing them to sun 
and wind when being transplanted. 
If 
you bring a mole or salamander to the sur­ 
face, the first thing they do is to attempt 
to get under ground again in the shortest 
[•ossilile time, and so would the roots of an 
orange tree, if they only had the power of 
volition. 
But the all-absorbing question is: W hat 
is the best plan for making a grove? 
Seven years ago Captain E. A. Shaw 
(lately deceased) located at Orlando, and 
began to make a grove. 
After properly 
preparing the land, the work of setting 
out seedling trees was commenced. 
Trees 
averaging one to one and one-half at the 
crown were selected, with the all-im­ 
portant requisite of good roots and plenty 
of them. 
He then cut back his newly 
set trees to about eighteen inches in highi, 
not even leaving a limb or leaf upon 
them. 
Persons passing his grounds would 
often remark, “ That man is going to set 
out a grove. See, he has the stakes set.” 
In a short time the work of nature com­ 
menced to repair the injury done liy cut­ 
ting back the trees, by forcing a profuse 
growth of sprouts from the ground to the 
top of each “ stub”’ 
W ithin two months 
from the setting out they were budded to 
choice varieties, and when the buds had 
reached a length of three feet they were 
“ pinched” to cause the new wood to 
harden. At this stage of growth the water 
sprouts were gradually cut oft' until the 
bud only was left. 
Now comes the secret of success. 
Feed 
and cultivate judiciously, if yon desire a 
line and valuable property to come into 
your possession in a shorter time than by 
any other plan that has proved itself. Cap­ 
tain Shaw gathered paying crops of fruit 
from his grove from and after the third 
year from setting out, and the two last 
crops have lieea large. 
The people of 
Florida, and especially orange growers* 
should hold Captain Shaw’s memory ia 
grateful esteem for solving this great prcR- 
lem.—Robert A. Milk in Florida Fojytcr 
and Fruit Grower. 


CONSUMPTION CONGRESS. 


R e su lts of th e M eeting R ecen tly H eld In 
r 
P a r is . 
From the special report for the Medical 
Record we cull the points of general inter­ 
est in the proceedings of the first three 
days; leaving three days more and the 
summary of conclusions for another num­ 
ber. 
M. Vcrneuil referred to the importance 
of the scientific co-operation of physicians 
and veterinarians, as exemplified 'in this 
meeting, and hoped that it would be but 
the beginning of a series of works in which 
the two professions would be united in do­ 
ing bnttle to a number of diseases common 
to man and the lower animals. 
One of the most important facts which 
have been proven by experiment is that 
the tubercle bacillus may nenetrate the 
unbroken mucous membrane. This had 
been shown in the case of the lungs and of 
the intestinal tract. 
In view of the great difficulty in recog­ 
nizing mammary tuberculosis in cows, it 
was safe to look upon all raw milk with 
suspicion, until rendered innocuous by boil­ 
ing. 
W ith goat’s milk, however, no such 
precaution was necessary, for a tuberculous 
goat was one of the rarest curiosities. 
The temperature to which beef was ordi­ 
narily exposed in the process of cooking has 
been shown Vs lie insufficient todestrov the 
bacilli. 
Experiments made by feeding 
diseased meat to guinea-pigs show that 20 
per cent, of the animals became tuber­ 
culous. 
M. Butel believed that a large jiropor- 
tion of sufferers from phthisis acquired the 
disease through the ingestion of infected 
meat. 
M. Yeyssiere had seized a very fat and 
apparently well-conditioned cow’ on ac­ 
count of a local tuberculosis, and had in­ 
jected some of the juice expressed from 
the meat into two rabbits. 
Both animals 
died, and an examination showed the pres­ 
ence of tubercular alterations in the lungs 
and liver. 
M. Moule referred to the danger of in­ 
fection by eating the flesh of tuberculous 
poultry. 
Domestic fowls were verv fre­ 
quently the subject of tuberculosis. Pate- 
de-foie-graswas especially dangerous, being 
in some cases almost a pure culture of tu­ 
bercle bacilli. 
M. \ illain said that the proportion of 
tuberculous animals brought to the abat­ 
toirs of Paris was about six in a thousand 
head; yet (said M. Butel) only eleven had 
been condemned out of 2(50,000 slaughtered 
in 1883. 
A resolution was proposed to the effect 
that, in the opinion of the Congress, all 
animals affected in any degree with tuber­ 
culosis should be seized and condemned as 
unfit for food. This resolution was carried 
with only three dissenting votes. 
M. Sol les read a paper on a new micro­ 
organism found in the lungs of phthisical 
patients. 
When this organism was intro­ 
duced into the circulation of rabbits, the 
animals died with a disease very distinct 
from tuberculosis, but with constant and 
characteristic lesions. This microbe could 
also be propagated by cultures from the 
blood of consumptive patients. 
It was dis­ 
tinct from the tubercle bacillus of Koch, 
as was shown by the fact that it did not 
take up Ehrlich’s staiu. 
M. Chantemesse presented the results of 
experiments to determine the persistence 
of tubercle bacilli in river water. It was 
iound that the micro-organisms were still 
present at the end of seven weeks. 
M. 
Arloing also reported experiments of MM. 
Galtier and Cadeac, wherein pieces of tu­ 
berculous tissues were placed m the bot­ 
tom of a flask in which was maintained a 
stream of running water of a temperature 
of about 60° F. 
It was found that the 
micro-organisms were still active at the 
end of six weeks. 
In stagnant water the 
virulence was preserved for seventeen or 
eighteen weeks.

T SE LOWELL MURDEB CASE. 


Some months ago John Lowell, a citizen 
of this county, was murdered by robbers 
at liis farm just over the El Dorado line. 
The body was not discovered for some 
months. Circumstances pointed to three 
men—Myers, Olsen and Drager—as guilty 
of the crime. 
When arrested they made 
statements and confessions, eonllicting in 
some respects, but in the main agreeing 
th at the three prisoners were parties to the 
m urder; that one fired the shot and an­ 
other beat the victim over the head, and 
that all participated in the robbery. One 
of the men admitted while in prison that 
he did the killing, but it was clear that the 
others were criminally cognizant of the 
murder. 
The three were put upon trial 
together at Placerville a few days ago and 
were convicted of murder in the first de­ 
gree. 
The confessions made, supported by 
circumstances of the most damaging and, 
indeed, conclusive character, justified the 
verdict. 
Now comes news of the first step in the 
law’s delays being taken. 
Myers, one of 
the murderers, files an affidavit on which 
a 
motion 
for 
a 
new 
trial 
for 
Olsen, one of the trio, is based. 
In 
tins affidavit lie states that his conscience 
pricks :;im for permitting innocent men 
to he convicted, and that he has, tliere- 
iore, resolved to tell the truth and take 
the consequences, since his statements 
made on and before the trial were false. 
He then proceeds to relate that he alone 
did the deed, and that there was no con­ 
spire-.;.- between the three to do the mur­ 
der. 
That on the morning of the homi­ 
cide the three defendants were on the 
Lowell ranch, and agreed with Lowell 
u: on a contract for chopping wood ; that 
when they had returned to within a few 
feet of the cabin and all the parties were 
walking ahead of him, he shot Lowell 
and st; nek him over the head with L:s 
gun; 
that 
Olsen 
and Drager became 
frightened and ran away ; that Myers 
alone dragged Lowell’s body into the 
c a k n and closed the door; that he after­ 
ware 
f-'vmd Olsen and Drager and told 
tlv ri 
.e killed Lowell by accident and 
they .cast help bury him. 
His former 
st -.:e er.l that Olsen had fired a pistol at 
Low-.o a.ed that Drager struck him over 
tin 
e •: with a sledge-hammer were 
false, lie says. 
That later in the day he 
told 
¡'sen and Drager that it was too 
late for the wood contract, and that 
they must take two of the horses and 
and get 
out 
of the 
country. 
That 
ti. 
i.:cn consented to help him to Sac­ 
ram ento with the horses, but told him 
that ' e must there dispose of them him ­ 
self. 
When they took the two animals, 
the 
tker horses ran through the gate 
and followed them to the ‘g ran t’ near 
Sa ramento. 
Now, it is to be understood that a new 
trl.il for Olsen, in whose behalf the affi- 
dav;’ is filed, involves a new trial for 
ea ’-, as they were jointly tried and con­ 
victed. 
Myers, therefore, already under 
death condemnation, cannot possibly be 
placed in any worse condition, while the 
chance- of a new trial being grantedi 
and the possibility of securing a stupid or 
stubborn j u r y must lie for his benefit as well 
as for 11 at of Olsen and Drager. It will be 
w ithin possibilities, if a new trial is 
granted, for Myers to adhere to his new 
statement and 
secure the acquittal of 
Olsen and Drager, and then, by “ playing 
the ins inity dodge," secure further delay, 1 
and finally round it all up by return to j 
reason, and repudiation of the affidavit as a 
vagary of his mind, and with the aid of the 
the testimony of Olsen and Drager make a 
successful stand against the law. 
Less cunning schemes have been con­ 
cocted and carried through by adroit 
criminals. The atmosphere of crime, and 
the peril of its deserts, develop great 
shrewdness and masterly cunning in ap­ 
parently stupid rascals. 
They often con­ 
ceive and put into practice schemes that 
deceive their own attorneys, and engage 
them in sincere efforts to effect clearance 
under belief of the innocence of their 
clients. 
The people believe that if Myers 
is guilty, so too are Olsen and Drager. 
Even if the later story of the former is 
true, they were accomplices after the fact, 
and the law does not distinguish between 
such and principals. 
The case was care­ 
fully tried, before ¡a Court impartial and 
of stern judicial calm ; the belief is enter­ 
tained that no exceptions were taken 
upon which to go with any hope to the 
appellate Court. 
The ruling of the lower j 
Court upon the Myers affidavit may be ¡ 
anticipated as adverse to the motion, since 
by his own showing he is unworthy of be­ 
lief, and the motive for a new trial is so 
strong. 
The community does not thirst for the 
blood of these men ; it is jealous of injus- j 
tice to any one, and the laws provided by j 
it are the most liberal of any upon earth . 


very merciful and humane system arises 
the opportunities defendants seize upon 
and misuse to delay conviction and execu­ 
tion, in the hope of final discharge. 
In ; 
too many cases such schemes are succes'ful 
and the guilty go free. 
In the Lowell , 
case, in the public mind, there is moral 
conviction and now legal certainty estab- ! 
tabiished hv a verdict, that the men in j 
custody are guilty of a brutal murder. 
If 
under our system of laws it shall he deter­ 
mined that the Courts must reopen the 
case, it will be one more addition to accu­ 
mulating facts that will eventually result 
in an irresistible demand for revision of 
the laws that will augment their certainty, 
and by putting narrower limits to possible 
delays, hasten their execution. 


ANOTHER DEL THUD. 


A SIM PLE DUTY. 


The editor of the San Francisco Alta 
California, for rebuking in manly spirit a 
scurrilous contemporary of that city for an 
infamous libel upon the women of Sacra­ 
mento, is about to he put 
to expense 
and annoyance consequent upon the pre­ 
ferment of a charge of criminal libel. 
Mr. 
Dish spoke from the impulse of manliness 
and in the flush of a chivalric spirit en­ 
tered protest against the assault upon 
Sacramento wives, mothers and sisters, 
that found responsive echo in the heart of 
every man of feeling. 
It would be a last­ 
ing reproach upon the sense of justice of 
this jieople should they fail to hold Mr. 
Irish harmless of cost—from loss of time, 
annoyance and much trouble they cannot 
shield him. 
The right thing to do is to 
employ and send to San Francisco one or 
more of our most skilled attorneys to con­ 
duct the defense of the editor. 
Leas than 
this Sacramento cannot afford to do. The 
feeling is such here that mere mite contri­ 
butions will be sufficient to meet the ex­ 
p ;nses, since every good man and woman in 
the city should esteem it a privilege to aid 
in defeating the proceedings institutid 
against the gentleman whose protest in 
their behalf brings upon him this trouble. 
There should be no delay in the m atter; 
whatever is done it is necessary to do at 
once, and with a vigor that will teach 
scurrilous libelers and the defamers of 
women that there is a lim it to even public 
endurance. 


MR. CLEVELAND’S MISTAKE. 


Mr. Cleveland made a sad mistake in 
defending his tariff'scheme from the free 
trade charge. 
It would have been wiser 
not to have referred to the charge that his 
reform plan will operate more favorably 
for foreign countries than forourown land. 
It is just possible that the Democratic 
leader believes that he is not advocating 
free-trade measures, but the London jour­ 
nals are satisfied that the drift of the 
scheme is directly free-trade-ward. Thus 
we have the London Chronicle, after re­ 
viewing the President’s letter of accept­ 
ance, saying of Mr. Cleveland’s theory: 
“ He may give it any name he likes, so 
long as we know it is in fact a crusade for 
free trade,” while an English Peer writes 
to the North 
American Review: “ The 
Mills bill, on a careful examination, I find 
to be a somewhat timid and tottering ad­ 
vance to free trad e; but it shows that 
America lias turned her back at last to the 
mischievous teachings of your Websters 
and Clays, whose preposterous American 
system (as they called the protective sys­ 
tem), has so long taxed your native popu­ 
lation for what ? 
For the benefit, really, 
of an insignificantly small class of Amer­ 
ican manufacturers and a horde of for­ 
eigners ®f the lower class (chiefly Irish), 
who form the bulk of your manufacturing 
artisans, or mill hands.” 


T h e heated term, which has extended 
over a period unprecedented for its length 
and high temperature in California his­ 
tory, lias not, by any means, been confined 
to the great valleys of California. San 
Francisco has itself had several tt 
lies of 
it, despite her location by the sea. In the 
mountains of the Coast Range and the 
Sierra, intense heat has been experienced, 
and even in the far north the high tem­ 
perature has 
been 
phenomenal. 
The 
heated term now being over, and the strong 
cool winds of the changing season having 
set in, it is not at all likely that we shall 
have another such season for many years 
These phenomenal meteorological periods 
nave been very widely separated in the 
past, and we may conclude will be in the 
lii: ure. 
But it is worth while to recall the 
fact that, despite the complaint of the 
heat, there has been, practically, no suffer­ 
ing on account of it. 
The daily vocations 
of life in shop, street and in field have 
been followed without any serious incon­ 
venience. 
Men have pursued their labors 
as usual, and there has been no percepti­ 
ble check upon trade or daily activity. 
This condition was due to the almost per­ 
fect dryness of the atmosphere of interior 
California and the uniform lowering of 
temperature by night. 
Evaporation and 
radiation arc thereby promoted and bodily 
discomfort is removed. 
It is very differ­ 
ent where the air is humid from contiguity 
to great bodies of water, and where it is 
charged by fog, and ocean or lake evapora­ 
tion with much moisture. 
Atmospheric 
hum idity is like a blanket about 
the 
body, preventing radiation of its heat 
while perspiration is checked and as a 
consequence suffering ensues. 
In this 
comparison is to be found one of the 
strongest climatic charms California has, 
and it is one that should be presented to 
new-comers with persistency.

This will greatly complicate 
matters in New York City at least, where 
the more ignorant voters will get their 
tickets more or less “mixed.” 
The New 
York Times, also Democratic this season, 
sustains the Cleveland cause and scores 
the H ill Democracy to the fullness of its 
ability. We thus have the novel spectacle 
of two professed reform journals urging 
the indorsement of the Democratic party 
as a reform element and condemning that 
portion of the party which the head 
and front of the so-called reform Democ­ 
racy, not only commends, but absolutely 
controls. 


E x - C o n s u l G r i f f i n , formerly located 
at Sydney, N. S. W., who recently returned 
from Australia, says that during his stay in 
Australia he saw the different effects there 
of protection and free trade. Victoria, 
whose chief city, Melbourne, with 400,000 
inhabitants, adopted the protective tariff 
principle years ago, is prosperous in manu­ 
factures and trade. 
New Zealand and 
Queensland have followed the example of 
Victoria, and are rapidly growing in wealth 
from the same cause. 
New South Wales 
still adheres to free trade to her manifest 
detriment, but will not remain much longer 
in that condition. She sees her mistake, 
and will, with the incoming year, turn 
back upon British theories and adopt the 
American plan of protection.” Mr. Griffin 
is a Republican and a protectionist, and 
while his political bias may to some extent 
affect his judgment, yet it happens that 
Australasians, free from any such influ­ 
ences bear precisely the same testimony. 


T u e x e c u tio n of Alex. Goldenson lor 
the murder of Mamie Kelly, the school­ 
girl, is a vindication of the machinery of 
the law against the charge that it is easily 
turned aside from its purposes. 
Every ex­ 
pedient known to cunning and the law 
was resorted to to save the neck of the 
murderer from the rope, but all efforts 
were fruitless. That the murderer should 
have enjoyed so long a lease of life after 
the commission of the crime, is, however, 
a reproach. 
The method of the criminal 
law needs not only certainty, but greater 
speed. There is no reason to he adduced, 
worthy of consideration, for delaying a 
year in securing the ends of justice iu cases 
so plain and unmistakable as that of 
Goldenson. 
The hope of the criminal 
always is in delay, and the weakness of 
our laws is in the ease with which he can 
secure it. 


I n a recent speech General Harrison 
said: 
“A manly assertion by each of his 
individual rights, and a manly concession 
of equal rights to any other man, is the 
boast and the law of good citizenship.” It 
was solid truth that he uttered, but how 
about the man with the ebony skin down 
South? Is there to him a manlyr conces­ 
sion of his rights as a citizen ? 
Does the 
Democratic partyr, being in power, make 
good to him the guarantee of individual 
rights? Is it not true that the black man 
not only does not exercise the rights of 
citizenship before the polls, but that with 
fear and trembling he finds safety and com­ 
fort in not asserting them ? 
And is it not 
true, as General Harrison once so well said, 
that the colored citizen in the South needs 
protection only from the Democrats of the 
South ?

F r a n c i s c o , September 14th.—The 
brief but eventful career of Alexander 
Goldenson, the 
youth 
who 
murdered 
Mamie Kelley, a fourteen-year-old school­ 
girl, nearly two years ago, is ended. The 
culprit paid the penalty of his crime to-day 
by being hanged in the jail-yard. The jail 
life of the unfortunate youth has been full 
of incidents, and the readers of the local 
press will miss their daily supply of Gold- 
enson’s saying3 and doings. Contrary to 
the general opinion, the condemned youth 
maintained his courage and nerve to the 
last, and some of the events of the last hours 
of his life are not without interest. 


H IS LAST N IO IIT IN JA IL . 
While Deputy Sheriff Robert McCord was 
on the death-watch last night he asked 
Goldenson for his autograph. 
“Certainly, Bob,” replied the condemned 
man good-naturedly. 
“I’ll compose an 
original pcern for you, too.” 
Suiting the action to the word, he sat 
down to his little table, and after thinking 
for awhile, began to write. 
“There you are. Bob,” he said, as he fin­ 
ished writing. “Now, that’s original.” 
The rhyme was written in a steady, legi­ 
ble hand, and the signature comprised 
many nourishes. Following is what he 
w rote: 
To B ob M’Co r d : 
A s n o w I live, 
My life is a death’s annoy ; 
B u t w h e u I 'm d ead . 
My d e a th w ill be a life’s joy. 
S ep tem b er 1 3 ,1S88. 
A l e c k Go l d e n s o n . 


EVENTS OF TH E EARLY MORNING. 
The murderer awoke with a start shortly 
after 4 o’clock this morning. He looked 
about him wildly for a moment, and then 
remembering where he was, his old calm­ 
ness resumed its possession of him. He 
inquired the time, remarking that it was 
‘strange he could not sleep. After con­ 
versing for a while with Deputy Sheriff 
Gorham, he laid down again, but sleep had 
deserted him altogether, and iu half an 
hour he arose again for the day. 
Shortly befo:e 7 o’clock the Sisters of 
Mercy, who have visited him daily for the 
last fortnight, called at the jail and were 
admitted. They repaired at once to the 
condemned man's cell, and were pleasantly 
received by Goldenson. They remained 
with him over an hour, praying and sing­ 
ing, and then left the jail, shouling “ Glory 
be to God,” and “ Christ, save his soul,” 
etc. 
HUNGRY, a s u s u a l . 
About 8:30 o’clock the doomed man ex­ 
pressed a desire for something to eat. Upon 
being asked what he would like he replied 
jovially: " Oh, anything, I guess. W hat I 
eat to-dav ain’t going to impair my health 
much." His favorite dish of bacon and eggs 
was brought to him and he went at it with 
a relish. He ate heartily of the bacon, but 
only minced at the eggs. As usual he de­ 
manded an enormous supply of coffee, and 
devoured several cups of it. * 
City Physician Blach entered the cell just 
as Goldenson was finishing his ineal, and 
asked him how he felt. 
“ First rate, under the circumstances,” 
was his reply. 
Dr. Blach "felt of his pulse, and found it 
to he remarkably regular and normal for a 
man who had only three hours more to live. 


H IG H PRICES FOR 
TICKETS. 
At 10 o’clock Captain Douglass arrived, 
in command of a large squad of police, 
belted and gloved. The sidewalk in front 
of the jail was cleared, and no one was al­ 
lowed to pass the cordon of police who was 
not provided with a card of admission. 
Between 11 and 12 o’clock crowds were 
moving up Kearny street toward Broadway, 
and the block in front of the jail was soon 
jammed with people. Tickets of admission 
to the jail were in great demand, offers of 
$20 to $25 for them being made, and it is 
reported that a number were sold at those 
figures. Demands for admission tickets 
were made upon the Sheriff all the morn­ 
ing, but in vain, for tickets were exhausted 
long before. 


FAREW ELL TO T H E OFFICERS. 
The Sheriff’s deputies entered the prison­ 
er’s cell, one after another, to bid him 
good-by. He shook hands with all, 3nd 
was invariably more unconcerned tban his 
visitor. Those who have been brought 
in contact with the bright but erratic in­ 
tellect for months past lelt considerable 
sadness at parting with him, and tears 
gathered in the eyes of many of the 
deputies as they spoke their last farewell. 
Goldeuson met them all, however, with a 
smile and a joking reference to some inci­ 
dent in his prison life. 
He earnestly 
thanked them all for favors which he had 
received at iheir hands, and said he was 
going to the scaffold with malice toward 
none and forgiveness for all. 


COOL AND UNCONCERNED. 
“ That man is the bravest in my experi­ 
ence," said Jailer Rogers, as he came from 
the cell at 10:30 o’clock. 
“ I have seen 
many executions, but in no instance have 
I seen a man so cool and unconcerned 
within two hours of his death. He tells 
me that he wishes to save me all trouble 
and desires to place the rope about his 
neck himself. He wants the whole thing 
over quickly, and wants to be strapped 
tight. He chats pleasantly and evinces not 
the slightest tremor.” 
Shortly after the condemned man called 
for some brandy and water, which was im­ 
mediately passed to him. 
He drank it at 
a swallow and smacked his lips in evident 
satisfaction. 


TH E CLOSING SCENES IN JA IL . 
City Physician Blach entered the cell 
and spoke with the prisoner. He felt his 
pulse and found it normal. Goldenson has 
always felt very bitter against the little 
Doctor, but this morning he shook hands 
with him cordially and said that he was 
glad to see him. The Doctor handed him 
a glass of brandy, which the prisoner ac­ 
cepted with mock ceremony and drank 
with a smile and a bow. 
Father Fasanotti was joined by Father 
Vereker of St. Patrick’s Church. The cell 
door was closed, and they both remained 
in quiet and earnest conversation with the 
prisoner. The light that came through the 
narrow grating was reinforced by two tal­ 
low candles placed upon a little table cov­ 
ered by a white cloth and a plate of grapes. 
His "attorney, Carroll Cook, then entered 
the cell in company with the Sheriff, and 
Goldenson grasped both by the hand. The 
last hour had sobered him slightly, and he 
did not meet his visitors with his usual 
iaugb, although he smiled brightly as he 
wished them luck. There was trembling 
in his hand as he raised the brandy flask 
from the table and poured out a drink for 
each of his visitors. After they drained 
the glass he said : “ To my health, I sup­ 
pose.” He then took a drink himself. “ I 
wish you good luck, anyhow.” 


IN T H E FACE OF DEATH. 
At 11:30 o'clock the corridors and main 
floor of the jail were packed to suffocation. 
Sheriff McMann mounted the scaffold and 
requested the spectators not to smoke and 
also to refrain from making any remarks 
when the prisoner took his position on the 
trap. 
Sheriff McMann 
and 
Under Sheriff 
O'Connor entered the condemned man’s 
cell at 11:45, and Mr. O’Connor proceeded 
to read the death-warrant to Goldenson. 
The prisoner listened quietly to it, and 
when it was concluded remarked lacon­ 
ically. “Good.” 
Father Fasanotti remained in the cell 
during the reading of the warrant. 
At 11:55 o'clock the door swung opc-n 
again and Jailer Rogers entered with two 
deputies. 
They sat down and waited. 
Nothing was said as the moments sped 
slowly. 
The prisoner arose and took 
another drink of brandy. Underneath the 
scaffold Drs. Blach, Pescia and Carpenter 
had taken their posts and everything was 
in readiness. At two minutes to 12 Gold­ 
enson arose and walked rapidly to and fro, 
his face set, his lips compressed, his eyes 
fixed ahead. Another drink at 12. The 
bell tolled the noon hour. 


ON TH E SCAFFOLD. 
As Goldenson stepped forward on the 
scaffold he betrayed just a trifle of nervous­ 
ness. 
“Weil, gentlemen,” he said, “I have a 
few words to say before I go. I have 
always reiterated that I loved MamieKelley, 
and I say so again now.” Then turning to 
S h e r i f f McMann and putting out bos Rand, 
he continued: “I thank you, kind Sheriff, 
for all you have done for me.” 
He looked 
again at the spectators as hg Btepped back­ 


ward on to the trap, and said : “I die fore 
giving yoi all." 
Chief Jailer Rogers and several deputies 
proceeded at once to adjust the straps about 
his arms and legs. Goldenson removed his 
collar himself. 
lie asked for the pictureof Mamie Kelley, 
which has teen in his possession during 
his incarceration, and it was handed to 
him. He held it in his left hand by a rib­ 
bon which was attached to the top of it. 
W hile his wrists were being strapped to 
his body he looked toward the spectators 
again and spoke in a loud tone: “Good-by, 
friends and enemies alike.” 
Deputy Rogers was about to put the noose 
over the prisoner’s head, when Goldenson 
whispered something to him. Thestraps on 
his right arm were undone immediately 
and Goldenson took hold of the noose him ­ 
self and placed it over his head and around 
his neck. “ This,” said he, “ is proof that 
I loved her.” 
The strapping being 
completed, the 
black cap was produced. While it was 
being tied over his head. Goldenson was 
heard to ask for Father Fasanotti, adding 
that he wanted to shake hands with him 
once more. The priest stepped up and 
grasped the pinioned hand warmly. 
“ Good-by, Father,” came frouí beneath 
the cap. 
“ Good-by, A'eck, and may God bless 
you,” said the reverend Father, and he 
turned away from the awful sight. 


TH E LAST OF GOLDENSON. 
Everything was now in readiness and 
Captain Rogers stepped back from the trap 
and waved his hand. 
The latch clicked and down shot the 
form through the opening at 12:05 o’clock. 
When the body reached the end of the 
rope it was noticed that the noose had 
slipped around to the back of the neck. 
There were no movements of the body, 
however, to indicate that the death was 
from strangulation.

EFFECTS OF CITY LIFE.

If there is one general physical differ­ 
ence between the countrv-bred and the 
city-bred men, it lies in the size and 
strength of the muscles of the shoulder 
and arm. 
It is almost impossible for a 
man to live in the country without using 
the arms far more than the average city 
man. The use of the arm has, in both 
men and women, an important bearing on 
the general health., since it increases the 
capacity of the chest, and thereby the sur­ 
face of lung-tissue where the blood is 
spread out in thiu-walled vessels through 
which the oxygen anil carlionic acid easily 
pass in opposite directions, serving thus the 
double purpose of feeding the body more 
abundantly, and of removing a constantly 
accumulating waste production. 
This richer blood is again driven with 
greater force by increased heart and arterial 
action through its circuit. The vital organs 
are better nourished, and the power to 
produce work is increased. 
Few will deny 
that a well-nourished body can he trained 
to do more and better mental work than 
the same organism in a feeble state. Walk­ 
ing on an even surface, the only variety of 
physical exercise which most business and 
professional men get in town is well known 
to he a poor substitute for arm exertion. 
The reason is partially plain, since walking 
is almost automatic and involuntary. The 
walking mechanism is set in motion as we 
would turn an hour-glass, and requires 
little attention, much less volition and 
separate discharges of force from the brain 
surface with each muscular contraction, as 
in the case with the great majority of arm 
movements. 
The arm-user is a higher animal than 
the 
leg-user. 
Arm-motions are more 
nearly associated with mental action than 
leg movements. 
A man’s lower limbs 
merely carry his higher centers to his 
food or work. The latter must be exe­ 
cuted with his arms and hands. 
A third 
way in which arm-exercise benefits the or­ 
ganism is through the nervous system. 
W hether this is due to an increased sup­ 
ply of richer, purer blood, or whether the 
continual discharge of motor impulses in 
some way stores up another variety of 
force, we do not know. One thing is cer­ 
tain, the victim of neurasthenia is very 
seldom an individual who daily uses his 
arms for muscular work; with this the 
limit of hurtful mental work is seldom 
reached. 11 seems evident that arm rather 
than leg movements are essential to in­ 
creased productive power. 
If these are 
neglected the man, as a social factor, de­ 
generates and falls a prey to his stronger 
fellowman, in the race for supremacy and 
productiveness. 
It may lie remarked that 
American gout, that condition of the 
blood which causes our English cousins 
pain in the feet, and Americans universal 
pains and increased irritability, has one 
sovereign remedy so simple that few will 
take it, and this is daily systematic arm- 
exercise. It is nature’s sedative, for which 
she charges nothing the next day, hut 
gives us sleep instead of insomnia, and 
cheerfulness in place of discontent. 
A man may walk in an hour four miles, 
on a city sidewalk, and reach his desk 
tired, exhausted of force, and better only 
for the open air and a slight increase of 
the circulation. 
Had he spent half that 
time in a well-ordered gymnasium, using 
chest and rowing-weights, and, after a 
sponge hath, if he had gone by rapid 
transit to his office, he would have found 
his work of a very different color, easier 
to do, and taking les-- time to perform it. 
The view for some time held by Hartwell 
of the Johns-Hopkins University, Sargent 
of Harvard and others, that arm exercise 
prevents, or does away with, nervous irrit­ 
ability, and at the same time increases the 
alisolute capacity for mental work, has not 
been sufficiently urged or accepted. 
The 
remedy for this state of things is to cause 
every man and woman to realize the im­ 
portance of arm exercise. 
Make it com­ 
pulsory in schools, and popular 
after 
leaving school. If one’s occupation does 
not require it in itself, muscular exertion 
of some kind ought to be taken daily, with 
the same regularity as food and sleep, for 
all three are necessary to the fullest de­ 
velopment of our powers.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

ness is to be the searching of the old 
burial-grounds of the Peruvian Incas, for 
buried treasure in money or other val­ 
uables. It has received a concession from 
the Peruvian authorities, and proposes to 
go at its work in a systematic, business­ 
like fashion. The field of the company 
has been pretty well worked over alreadv 
by the horde of hap-hazard plunderers 
from all parts of the world, who have 
flocked to Peru from the time of Pizarro 
till the present day, but there are yet 
some very substantial legends of buried 
wealth that has not yet been discovered. 
Under the old castle of Cuzco, for instance, 
Felipe de Pomanes tells that there is a 
vault containing figures of all the Incas 
wrought in fine gold, and ¡that iii his own 
day they had been seen by a certain Dona 
Maria de Esquevil. She, the story goes, 
was married to a descendant of the Incas, 
and reproached him for being too poor to 
support her properly. This, at last, so ir­ 
ritated him that he led her blindfolded 
through many winding passages into a 
room where she saw wealth such as no 
mortal ever dreamed of, and asked her 
what she thought of that for a poor man's 
nest-egg. 
When Ilumboldt was exploring 
in the neighborhood of the Temple of the 
Sun, at Cuzco, a poor lad, a descendant of 
the ancient kings, told him the story, which 
is still current among the Indians, "that the 
golden chair of the Incas was sunk in 
the batlis at Pultamarac, and that there 
are gardens with artificial trees of the 
purest gold beneath the temple. These 
gardens, by the way, are mentioned by the 
earliest historians of the Conquest. H um ­ 
boldt’s lad, when asked why he did not 
seek for this hidden treasure, said that it 
would do him no good if he found it, but 
would only cause his neighbors to hate 
and injure him. 
“We have a little field,” 
he said, “and good wheat.” 
That con­ 
tented him. This same spirit seems to 
have animated all the descendants of the 
ancient race of Peru, and encourages peo­ 
ple like those who have just put $40,000 
into the Society Exploradora to hope that 
only a part of the ancient treasure lias 
ever hem discovered. 
It is alleged that 
the Indians can generally get gold when 
they actually needed it, as at the time of 
the rebellion of Pumacaqua, in 1814, when, 
according to the story of an old woman of 
the Astete family, told to Mr. Markham 
some thirty years ago, her father having 
been a colleague of Pumacaqua and pres­ 
ent at the time Pumacaqua entered the 
council chambers laden with gold and 
dripping wet, from a journey he had made 
up the lied of the lluatanay to a cave 
filled with golden figures. 
It was always 
believed then, according to the historians, 
that the rebel chiefs had some such store 
to draw upon, and it is certain that after 
his final defeat Pumacaqua offered to give 
a pile of gold bigger than that of Atahu- 
alpa, the ancient chieftain, as a ransom 
for his life. 
The oflVr was declined, and 
he died with the secret unrevealed, at 
least to his conquerors. 
This Atahualpa, it is a m atter of his­ 
tory, when in captivity, ottered a room 
tilled with gold as a ransom, but Pizarro 
demanded double the amount, and the In­ 
cas agreeing, sent messengers all over the 
kingdom to bring it. These messengers, 
on their way to the capital, heard that 
Atahualpa had been strangled, and they 
threw down their loads of gold, and, it is 
said, buried them somewhere in the moun­ 
tains of Llanganati, to the northwest of 
Quito, though no search has ever revealed 
the spot. 
Then there is the golden chain 
of the Incas, every link as thick as a man’s 
arm, and its length so great that it went 
twice around the great square of Jluaca- 
capata, and which is said to have been 
thrown in the great lake of Urcos to save 
it from the Spaniards. There still can he 
seen a drift which the Spaniards started 
through the mountains to drain the lake, 
but which was never completed. W hile 
these and similar legends do very well to 
fire the ardor of dubious investors in the 
stock of the Society Exploradora, it is 
highly probable that the actual work of 
the company will be in the less romantic 
line of digging up the bones of ancient in­ 
habitants for the sake of the trinkets which 
may have been buried with them. This 
sort of petty thievery is less attractive to 
the imagination than the exhumation of 
forests of golden trees and conventions of 
golden Incas, but it will probably pay bet­ 
ter in the end.

H arry E. Stanley'» C h arge A g a in st W . W 
C one. 
W. W. Cone, of the United States Detec­ 
tive Agency, was arrested by officer Carroll 
last night on a complaint sworn to by 
Harry E. Stanley, charging him with ob­ 
taining money by false pretenses. Stanley 
asserts that on Monday last he received 
$47 50 from T. D. Scriver and that Cone 
having seen the money paid borrowed $20 
from him, stating that he was an officer at 
the Pavilion and would return the money 
when he received his pay on the following 
day. That since then he has been unable 
to get bis money back and has learned that 
Cone wa3 not employed at the Pavilion at 
all. 
Cone tells an entirely different story and 
in several important points is fully corrob­ 
orated by others. He says that one day 
early in the week he saw Stanley cn Fourth 
street attempting to mount a'three-year- 
old colt, but that he was so druuk that his 
foot missed the stirrup and he fell in a 
heap under the colt’s feet. Cone went to 
his assistance and says that he saved his 
life, as he would have been trampled and 
kicked to death if he had not gone to his 
rescue. He says he had known Stanlev for 
three years and thinking it was unsafe for 
him to attempt to ride the colt, induced him 
to take it to Scriver’s stable and also 
to leave his monev there. They went to 
the stable, and Stanley left with the fore­ 
man, M. F. Rowland, $47. On the follow­ 
ing day Cone says he went to the stable 
with Stanley, and Rowland gave him his 
money. Stanley started in drinking again, 
and said that he would not go home, but 
was going to stay in the city and “ have his 
time out.” Cone then advised him to leave 
part of his money with him, as he would 
lose it all if he went around drinking. 
Stanley gave him $20, and went away. On 
the same afternoon Stanley told Cone he 
was going home, and went and got the col- 
for that purpose. The same night he came 
to Cone again, and said that instead of 
going home he had gone over to Washingt 
ton, where he had got drunk and lost all 
his money, and that they had kept his 
horse 
for 
$10, which 
thev 
claimed 
he owed there. He was still drunk, 
and 
Cone 
took 
him 
to 
the 
St. 
George 
building, 
and 
paid 
for 
a room for him, and yesterday morning 
gave him $2 50 to get his meals, telling him 
that when he was ready to go home he 
would give him the balance. He saj s that 
he saw Stanley again in the afternoon, and 
told him the same thing, and consequently 
was greatly astonished to learn that he had 
sworn to the complaint against him. He 
believes that Stanley has been prompted to 
make the complaint by some of his ene­ 
mies. 
M. F. Rowland, foreman of Scriver’s 
stables, corroborates Cone's statement fully 
in regard to what he says transpired at the 
stable. 
When Cone brought Stanley to the 
stable the latter was very drunk. On the 
following morning he came there and de­ 
manded the money, but Rowland refused 
to pay it until Cone should be present to 
see that the man received all that he left, 
especially as Stanley was not sober, and 
was very abusive. Subsequently he came 
with Cone and received his money. He 
was then sober, and was profuse in his 
thanks to both Rowland and Cone for sav­ 
ing his money for him. W hat occurred be­ 
tween Stanley and Cone afterwards Row­ 
land says he does not know. The whole 
matter will be aired in the Police Court 
this morning. 


THUNDER AND LIGHTNING. 


T h e F irst R ain or th e S eason —T h e R e­ 
m a rk a b le S torm o f Y esterd a y . 
Sergeant Barwick, of the Signal Service, 
reports a very fine display of atmospheric 
electricity yesterday morning beginning 
about 3 o’clock—or in other words a thun­ 
der and lightning storm. It traveled from 
the east southeast to the west northwest. 
During its passage the stars were visible in 
the southern horizon, showing that the 
electrical display, accompanied by heavenly 
artillery, was traveling along the mountain 
range of the Sierras. There was no rain 
with the display, but the rumbling and 
rolling of the thunder was quite distinct, 
as also was the display of lightning, which 
was both forked and sheet and quite brill­ 
iant. The lightning continued visible up 
to 5 a . m . in the northern horizon and low 
down towards the mountains, but the 
thunder was not heard longer than 4:25 a. 
as the storm’s distance from the city 
precluded the possibility of thunder being 
heard, as sound cannot be heard as great a 
distance as lightning can be seen. 
This is the second display of fine fire­ 
works in September during the past twelve 
years. The one before this was during Sep­ 
tember, 1887, on the 22d, in which brill­ 
iant and long flashes of zig-zag or forked 
lightning were seen, from 4:22 to 6:30 in 
the morning, and came from the southeast 
as the same one of yesterday did. 
These electrical displays are caused by 
excessive heat at or neur ’the beginning or 
endiug of the rainy season, when the at­ 
mosphere of our interior valleys Í3 more 
heavily charged with moisture than they 
are during the middle and dry portion of 
the summer weather. 
la the past eleven years there have been 
37 thunder and lightning storms, distrib­ 
uted as follows: Four in 1878, 4 in 1879, 
in 1880,4 in 1881, 4 in 1882, 2 in 1883, 2 in 
1884. 6 in 1885, 3 in 1886, 2 in 1887, and 
in 1S88 (one on the 13tli of May—two yes­ 
terday one in the early morning and one 
in the afternoon. 
Another thnnder-storm passed over Sac­ 
ramento a little after noon yesterday, being 
the first time in twelve years that two thun­ 
der-storms have occurred iDside oí twenty- 
four hours or less time. 
The one of yesterday afternoon gave .12 
of an inch of rain, which is the first this 
season that has fallen to an appreciable 
amount. 
The thunder in this storm was quite 
distinct and the lightning vivid and zigzag 
in shape. 
During the storm the temperature fell 
from 78° to 74°, but at 3 o’clock it had 
again risin to 84°. 
The first appreciable precipitation of 
moisture last year was on the 6th of Sep­ 
tember and amounted to .02 of an inch. 
The first this year was yesterday afternoon 
,12 of an inch, being .10 of an inch short of 
last year to a corresponding date. 
The temperature at 5 a . m . vesterday was 
62°; 12.m „ 75°; 3 p. m , S2°; 5 p. m.. 80°, with 
southerly winds and fair weather duriDg 
the early morning and northerly winds 
and fair to cloudy weather during the af­ 
ternoon. At 5 p. m. it was from the south­ 
west and weather cloudy. 
The average temperature was 71° being 
one warmer than the normal for that day; 
the highest and lowest temperature was 
84° and 60°

D o n ’t S tarve th e F i u it T rees. 
If any person were to chain an animnl 
to a stake in the field and leave it to shift 
for itself, then to watch this animal until 
it gets thin and decrepit from loss of flesh 
and strength, it is quite probable that the 
Humane Society would lie after him with 
properly deserved punishment. 
Yet this 
is precisely what thousands of farmers are 
doing with their fruit orchards, of course 
barring the difference between the insen­ 
sate tree and the living animal. 
Like the 
latter the tree is chained to one locality 
and cannot go abroad for food, but fortu­ 
nately it has no sense of suffering, or at 
least none that we can appreciate. 
And 
yet even for a tree there must be some­ 
thing akin to pain in the process of slow 
starvation—the seeking by exhausted root­ 
lets of food that cannot be found. It takes 
an enormous amount of various manures 
to form fruit and seeds. The leafy part of 
the tree may mostly come from carbonic 
acid gas of the atmosphere, but the stone 
fruits need a great deal of ]>otash. Grapes 
and pears require considerable amounts of 
phosphate in addition. There is perhaps 
no place on the farm where a good dress­ 
ing of manure will do greater good than 
in an old apple orchard where the trees 
eem to be running out.—American Culti­ 
vator. 


T h e Y ellow F e v e r M icrob e. 
Dr. Sternberg missed finding Dr. Freire's 
microbe, but Dr. Gibier, deputed for the 
investigation by the French Government, 
reports the creature lurking in the black 
m atter of the cadaveric intestines, while 
sought in vain throughout the blood and 
other natural fluids of tbe body. The 
bacillus, somewhat resembling the’ comma 
bacillus of cholera, blackens the tubes in 
which it is cultivated, and smells like the 
black vomit. It kills guinea pigs, and 
blackens the intestinal contents like those 
yellow fever eases. 
It is killed by aciditv, 
and disappears when the intestinal con­ 
tents have become acid by fermentation 
after death. 
Dr. Gibier has had oppor­ 
tunities of examining the bodies of foreign 
sailors who have died in the civil hospital 
of Havana, and he has lteen able to dem­ 
onstrate the presence of the bacillus in 
those who liail suffered from vellow fever, 
and its absence in those who had died from 
other diseases. 
His opinion is that yellow 
fever is due to the development of the mi­ 
crobe in the intestine, the affection being 
therefore essentially a local one.—Sanitar 
Era. 


The mission e t tDe caterpillar may be 
considered as twofold, says the London 
Standard. 
He has 10 reach the chrysalis 
stage, from which Ls' will emerge as a but­ 
terfly or moth, and ?hen perpetuate his 
species; and he is an admirable machine 
for the eonrei-sion of vegetable matter into 
a form :n which it can* be digested and 
relished by birds. 
He stands to the feath­ 
ered world, indeed, in exactly tin? same po­ 
sition that the- ox and the sheep occupy in 
relation to man. Although partial to seeds 
and fruits, bifds- are not vegetarians in the 
broad sense iff the term, and would starve 
had they noiiiing but leaves to devour, 
whether the leaves of the rose cr the cab­ 
bage; the caterpillar then comes to-the res­ 
cue, and forms the intermediary link. He 
possesses an appetite of extraordinary 
voracity, and, in the'course of his not verv ¡ 
long life, eats many hundred times hi»! 
weight of vegetables,, and converts them 
into a rich and luscious- food for the birds. 
It may be said thst,. in some respects, 
at 
least, 
the instinct of 
caterpillars 
must lie defective, or, .iFsowing that their 
plumpness is their danger, they would eat 
less. 
This is no doubt true, but as ¡gis 
also true of sheep and', bullocks, it can 
hardly be made the subject of reproach to 
the caterpillar. 
But, after all, vast as is 
the number of caterpillars vho go to feed 
the birds, it cannot be sard that birds are 
by any means their chief enemy. Their 
great foe and relentless exterminator is 
the ichneumon, against whom none of 
their cunning devices 
of concealment 
avail, but who can discover them in their 
inmost lurking places. 
The ichneumon 
varies-in-size as greatly as does the cater­ 
pillar himself. Borne of them are as long 
as wasps, although with a slender body, no 
thicker than a bodkin; some so tiny that 
they can scaree be seen w ith-the naked 
eye; but all are alike in their habits. 
Watch one, large or small, as he settles 
upon a leaf.

Its length would 
be about 130 miles, its proposed width 110 
yards, and its depth 40 feet.

drain the two lakes, Bolseno and Thrasi- 
rnene. The assumed cost of this gigantic 
undertaking is set down at 620,000,000.

It is a small tube, aud it is probable that 
its sensibility is slight ; still it is inevita­ 
ble that it must so tier more or less, but it 
goes on until, just as it is about to assume 
the chrysalis state, or just after it has done 
so, it dies, and the little ichneumons make 
their way through the skin, and after a 
brief repose, fly away to recommence the 
deadly work of their parents. 
It is calcu­ 
lated that fully 80 per cent, of caterpillars 
are slain by ichneumons. 
The caterpillar is distinguished for its 
impertnrable good temper. 
No one has 
yet witnessed a good stand-up light be­

caterpillars. 
Even when 
browsing in hundreds upon a leaf, each 
caterpillar continues its work of eating, 
wholly regardless of the multitude feeding 
around it.

As many fanners who have a few cows 
now make cheese .sufficient for their own 
use, the following directions for making 
home-made cheese, given in Henry Stew­ 
art's recent work, which is the latest 
authority, may be of value to some of our 
readers, and of interest to othere. lie says: 
Any quantity of milk, from 100 pounds 
upward, may be used. The night’s milk 
may I* set in a cool place and stirred fre­ 
quently up to the latest opportunity. 
In 
the morning this milk is skimmed and put 
in tin pails in a tub of hot water to get 
warmed up to 100 degrees. The morning’s 
milk is brought iu fresh and warm, and is 
at once mixed with the warm milk, which 
is reduced to 90 degrees by this mixture. 
The mixed milk is put into a clean wash- 
tub and the rennet is added. The rennet 
is made by steeping a piece of the dried 
stomach of a calf in warm water and add­ 
ing salt. The exact quantity required for 
100 pounds of milk is 60 grains, or one- 
eighth of an ounce of the dry stomach in 
21 ounces of water at 70 degrees, for 24 
hours, for milk at 90 degrees. 
About one 
drachm or a tablespoonful ot salt is added 
for this quantity. 
When the rennet is 
added the milk is well stirred to thor­ 
oughly mix the rennet, and the tub is cov­ 
ered with a cloth to retain the heat 
This quantity of rennet is enough to 
make the curd in an hour. 
More rennet 
will make a hard, dry cheese, and so will a 
higher temperature, either of these being 
equivalent in effect to the other. A low 
tíraper ature and a small quantity of rennet 
are also equivalent to each other in pro­ 
ducing a soft, mellow cheese, which cures 
in the best manner and develops a meatv, 
rich flavor. 
In one hour the curd is set. 
It is now cut with a long-bladed knife in 
straight, perpendicular slices, one inch 
thick, and then crosswise one inch apart. 
This causes the whey to separate and the 
curd to shrink. 
Just here is the point where the various 
methods of making cheese separate. 
By 
the eheddar system the whey is dipped off 
and heated to 150 and 180 degrees, and is 
poured back on the curd, which is thus 
heated up to 100 degrees, and is kept so 
heated until a piece taken between the 
teeth “ squeaks” when it is chewed, or, 
when touched to a hot iron, the curd 
draws out in strings several inches in 
length. 
The other system dispenses with 
the heating, and the curd is left with the 
whey until it is firm enough to be lifted up 
in the hand without falling apart or losing 
its shape, when it is ready for breaking up, 
salting and putting in the press. 
When 
the cuid is ready the whey is all drained 
off by tilting the tub and breaking up the 
curd with the hands. 
In the eheddar sys­ 
tem the curd is drained and broken up 
while still warm, and is left in a heat to 
become slightly acid. 
As soon as the acid 
is apparent to the taste the curd is again 
broken up by the hands quite fine, salted 
in the proportion of 2 per cent, of tine 
dairy salt, and put into the hoop and the 
press. 
In the other method the curd is 
not left to sour, but is broken up, salted 
and put into the hoop. 
The hoop is made 
of thin ash or spruce board, and for 100 
pounds of milk or 10 pounds of cheese may 
he eight inches in diameter and ten inches 
deep. The curd is pressed in the hoop by 
the hands a little at a time, to get it firm 
and solid, and a loose head is put in with 
a block upon it. 
The chiese is then put 
under the press. 
The press is a frame or 
bench having an upright post at the end 
in which is pivoted a long lever. The 
cheese is nut under this lever near the 
pivoted end and a weight hung upon the 
other end, so as to get a moderate pressure 
upon the cheese. 
A folded cloth is usually- 
put under the cheese to absorb the whey 
which is pressed slowly out of the cheese. 
For a ten-pound cheese and a ten-foot 
lever a ten-pound weight would be enough 
for the end of the lever. 
As soon as the cheese is firm enough to 
be handled, it is taken from the press, 
rubbed with butter, and placed in a cool, 
dry cellar, on a shelf, to cure. It is turned 
on the other end daily- for a month, and if 
mold gathers on it this is scraped off and 
the cheese is greased again. 
W ith six 
cows giving seven quarts each, a ten-pound 
cheese may be made daily.

THE 
LATEST WHIMS IN SHOES. 


F a ir W o m e n M a k in g M any C h a n g e s in 
th e C o v e rin g o f T h e ir F e e t. 
The latest whim of women is the wear­ 
ing on the street of the light shoes which 
have generally been considered appropriate 
at the seashore. 
All the women are weaj 
ing them now, and there has been such a 
run upon them that even the large dealers 
are frequently now unable to supply de­ 
mands for some sizes or styles. 
They are 
very stylish, although somewhat startling 
when first seen. 
They are made of all 
sorts of leather, just as ordinary shoes are, 
and come at all prices and in all sorts of 
styles. They are called “russet,” although 
the color varies from very light yellow to 
very dark tan. 
Dealers say that French kid is rapidly 
going out of use for ladies’ shoes. 
It is be­ 
ing succeeded by what is called Dongoln, 
which is leather evolved from the old peb­ 
ble goat, formerly used universally for 
cheap shoes. 
Real French kid is made 
from kids’ skias, and has a soft, velvety 
finish, and a great tendency to turn purple 
or re d ; its surface also flakes up easily. 
Dongola is made from goat skins, but in­ 
stead of being finished roughly or pebbled 
it has a smooth finish imitating the kid, 
but more durable than that. 
It can lie 
made to cost as high as the real French 
kid. 
The skins from which all these 
leathers are made come from various parts 
of the world. The Harlem supply, strange 
as it may seem, is comparatively small. 
Australia furnishes the most, and it is said 
the liest. 
Goat raising there is a regular 
business. 
Norwalk, N. J., is the chief cen­ 
ter in this country of the business of tan­ 
ning these hides. 
Everybody knows that porpoise skin 
makes good shoe strings, good, at least, as 
far as durability is concerned. It is not 
so well known that porpoise leather also 
makes good shoes, and that there is quite 
a demand for them. 
A porpoise leather 
shoe, if made well in the firstplaee,alwaysfits 
well, for, while it is very stretchy material, it 
can never lie made to cover more surface, 
no matter how much it is stretched. W hat 
. it is extended^ in one direction it loses in 
another. This peculiarity makes it very 
fitting, aud at the same time soft and plia­ 
ble on the foot. 
It is used chiefly for shoes 
by people anxious to keep their feet dry, 
as it is absolutely impermeable to water. 
When it is wet, however, it swells to twice 
its usual thickness, which temporarily 
spoils its good looks. 
Persons on the outlook for odd things in 
the way of foot gear have something new 
in leather in what is called the Kordofan. 
This is really horsehide, a small part of 
the skin from the rump of each animal be­ 
ing available for the shoes. 
It is said to 
wear, and to last forever or thereabouts. 
The supply comes from the wild horses of 
South America and from the zebra and 
quagga of Asia. The demand is not yet so 
extensive so as to threaten the extermina- 
t'on of those species.—If. Y, Sun.

A W on d erfu l R ifle. 
According to all accounts the new “Lebel 
rifle” is a wondrous weapon, and is des­ 
tined to do terrible tilings in the hands of 
French soldiers. 
The members of the 
Academy of Medicine, wishing to diagnose 
the physical consequences of wounds in­ 
flicted by the bullets of the gun, recently 
had experiments made on twenty corpses, 
probably those of paupers whom nobody 
owned, or those of ill fated waifs picked up 
at the M orgue 
The bodies were placed at 
the original firing distances—from 200 
yards up to a mile or so. 
The bullets 
whizzed through the bones and pierced 
them without fracturing them, as is done 
by the bullets of the “(¡rus rifle.” 
The 
wounds, if they may be called so, which 
were inflicted weresmall iu their punctures, 
and consequently very dangerous and diffi­ 
cult to heal. 
Injuries inflicted at short 
distances were so considerable that, in the 
opinion of the surgeons, they would be 
almost incurable, 
/it the longest range— 
2,000 meters—a poplar tree was Hit, but 
the bullet did not go througli the tree. At 
1,100 meters the tree was pierced through. 
The discharges of the rifle are unaccom­ 
panied by smoke, and the reports are com­ 
paratively feeble.

T he Indianapolis Journal says th at the 
R epublican State C entral Committee have 
issued a pam phlet, now in print, showing 
G eneral 
H arrison’s 
complete 
record 
throughout the strike of 1877, and substan­ 
tiating the statem ents by the affidavits of 
a num ber of railroad employes at th at 
tim e engaged in work.

covers a briet history of the salient facts 
of the strike and the proclam ation of Gov­ 
ernor W illiams, followed by a consultation 
lietween the strikers and the Committee of 
Safety. 
General H arrison’s speech at that 
tim e was a masterful review of the situa­ 
tion, in which he took a hold stand in 
favor of the justice of the strikers’ cause, 
pledging his best eflbrts as one of the arbi­ 
tration comm ittee to obtain redress at the 
hands of the railroad managers. 
D uring 
his rem arks some of the strikers in the 
audience began to leave. 
T hey returned, 
however, in a short tim e and a t th e close 
of the m eeting they rem arked th at “the 
railroad m en themselves did not at heart 
re.-.pectmen who were too ready to approve 
everything th a t was done for policy’s sake 
and, perhaps, to gain votes; the railroad 
men, like other men, were liable to make 
mistakes, and in the long run had a higher 
regard for a man like G eneral Harrison, 
who, in a kindly spirit, wished to lead 
them to a just view of the situation.” 
A t 
a m eeting of consultation some citizens 
again advised th at harsh measures be re­ 
sorted to as a means of settlem ent, but 
G eneral H arrison stood firm in his belief 
th at a peaceful solution would be the most 
beneficial, and th at such a solution was 
found. 
A n account of G eneral H arrison's 
defense of the strikers in the Courts is abo 
given in the pam phlet, in which th e gen­ 
erosity of the railroad m en is dw elt upon 
a t considerable length, one rem arking to 
the G eneral as he left the room, “ If we 
had taken your advice we would not have 
got into this trouble.”
